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FACING THE BULLIES 


JUDGED by all appearances, the European situation at the 
moment is one in which the powers of aggression, working to a 
carefully devised plan, are bent on forcing the pace in the hope of 
sweeping the military board before their potential antagonists can 
effectively organise. It is unnecessary to stress the critical prospect 


which is thus opened up. Only a fatuous disregard of stark and. 


staring facts could deny that peace hangs at this moment 
precariously in the balance. 

But this does not mean that even now, at what may prove to be 
the eleventh hour, all attempts to rescue it must be incontinently 
abandoned. So long as any hope remains, however slender, of 
averting without dishonour the immeasurable catastrophe of war, 
the Government can be relied upon to exert every ounce of effort 
tothat end. Such action will carry with it the prayers not only of 
the non-aggressor nations but, as every report, public and private, 
confirms, the secret yearning of millions among our possible 
enemies. That it will not be shirked, the record of the Government 
and the PRIME MINISTER is ample assurance. In their sleepless 
pursuit of conciliation they are accused in many quarters of 
having made mistakes. But no normal person will withhold 
from them a tribute to the steadfastness with which they 
have striven for peace, nor can any reasonable man in the 
world fail to recognise from ‘what direction the real threat to 
peace has come. Whatever happens, this country will, as a 
consequence, haye earned the support of the peace-loving peoples. 
If war should unhappily come, Britain will go into it with clean 
It would be a struggle fought to 
relieve the world of a truculence and violence which give it no 
peace, and to enable the nations to breathe freely again. It would 
be fought to decide whether law and order are to govern human 
affairs or whether gangster rule is to be indefinitely fastened 
It would be a conflict in which humanity would be 
ranged against hate, freedom against slavery, and the ordinances 
of God against the dictation of the devil. From lending 
his utmost strength to the forces of freedom no man with a 


tine in these critical circumstances. 


spark of humanity could refrain, and into the ranks of the 
defenders only a traitor to his own country and to mankind could 
import racial strife and dissension. 

For Jews the path would be clearly marked out. Upon them 
would fall a double obligation— the duty, on the one hand, to the 
State and their non-Jewish fellows, and, on the other hand, the 
obligation to ensure that, so far as in them lies, the 
long domination which has meant hell to millions of their 
coreligionists, and which is still busy sowing further suffering for 
them, is at last curbed and ended. One need, surely, only ask 
them to ponder the probable fate of Jewry almost everywhere in 
the event of a Totalitarian triumph, to be assured that their 
double obligation will be manfully and resolutely shouldered. If 
ever, indeed, it could be said that Britain’s dearest interests are 
Jewish too, it is most unquestionably to-day. Britain symbolises - 
the reign of justice for all men; without her, the world, and 
especially the Jewish people, must slip into grinding servitude. 
Britain is the guardian of human liberty. With the fall of the 
British Empire—and, let us make no mistake, this is the real and 
final objective of the Dictators—freedom for everyone, including 
the Jew, irretrievably perishes. It is this moral partnership 
of ideals that summons British Jewry in this hour of danger to 
national service. The call is immediate and urgent. There are 
the Territorial ranks to be filled, and the many defenders against 
air raids to be found. And there is no time to lose. Let every 
patriotic Jew—and all Jews are surely patriots in this land to 
which they owe so much—hurry to the post of duty, and do so 
without delay. 

Nor, we would add, can we fail to realise the position of Pales- 
If anywhere Jewish interests 
are indissolubly linked with Britain’s, it is in this ancient Jewish 
land. If Zionism can have no future in the absence of a triumphant 
Britain, so it may well be that the British footing in Palestine 
would be weakened and perhaps imperilled without the active 
co-operation of a loyal Yishuv. This week there comes news of 
afresh attempt to reach some kind of accommodation between 
Jewish and Arab claims. Any fair and temporary arrangement 
which would strengthen Imperial defence in the. Eastern 
Mediterranean at this grave juncture must command our 
enthusiastic support, and one must hope that it will be speedily 
and whole-heartedly agreed to. This does not imply, on the side 
of the Zionists, a panicky readiness to play the foolish and false- 
friendly réle: of “‘ yes-men’’ and to fall in with any suggestion 
that may be hurriedly made, however dangerous it may be seen 
to be by those closely informed of Palestine conditions. But it 
does imply that they, with their intimate and detailed knowledge 
of the land, should contribute their best and wisest counsel to the 
Government's deliberations on Imperial security, so that the 
arrangement may be as sane and solid as reason and foresight 
can contrive. No plan, of course, would be satisfactory which 
involved a breach of Great Britain’s pledged word to the Jews 
regarding Palestine at a time when her claim for world support 
rests on her championship of respect for solemn promises.. 

On the side of the Government, too, we would earnestly call 
for a courageous facing of the facts. The most sa‘ient of these 
is the implacable hostility of the Arab rebeis not to the Jews but 
to Britain. The Government must know that the Axis Powers 
have been ceaselessly at work amongst the underworld of 
malcontents in Palestine, and not only in Palestine but in Egypt, 
Iraq, in all the Arab countries, and even in Turkey. In Palestine 
it has been the Murti and his gunmen who have been the 
willing tools of all the intrigues and machinations of the Axis 
in its incessant attempts to stir up disaffection. And 
these Axis agents have, in their turn, hoped to get rid in this 
way of the British occupation. At this very moment, as our 
Jerusalem Correspondent vividly shows this week, this fell 
alliance is in full blast, the aim being to enlist. 50,000 Arabs 
secretly trained and armed by Germans to fight Britain in Palestine 
in the event of war. Ina word, if Britain’s interests are Jewish 
too, the Arab rebels’ interests, as the MUFTI conceives them, 
are anti-British to the core, and his only dream and firm 


‘determination are that the last British official and soldier shall 
speedily be driven from Palestine soil. 


It is this fact that we beg 
the Government to bear steadily in mind in the present anxious 
situation. We beg them to remember, on the other hand, that the 
Yishuv is loyal to Britain through and through. At a word from 
the Government, 50,000 Jews in Palestine are ready, according to 
our Correspondent, to spring to the defence of the country against 
Britain’s enemies, to say nothing of the large number of reliable 
Arabs who have been unaffected by the sedulously instilled 
Totalitarian poison. If Jews are indissolubly linked with Britain 
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in the common strugg'e it would surely be strange and inconceivable 
that on the Jewish soil of Palestine alone the Jews should be 
debarred from implementing that honourable alliance. Where 
else, it must be asked in all earnestness, could the sacred 
comradeship of ideals be sealed with greater aptnes:—or with 
profounder sati-faction to those to whom these ccmmon aspirations 
are dearer than life itself ? 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 


THE ENEMY WITHIN THE GATE 

THe Home Secretary's announcement that three members of German 
Nazi organisations have in recent weeks had their permits of residence 
withdrawn throws a partial but significant light on the activities of 
Nazi agents in this country. Abroad these activities have been openly 
indulged. In Great Britain they have been practised underground, but 
are none the less sinister and widespread on that account. They affect 
trading concerns in the free conduct of their business, They regiment 
German subjects by means of threats. They prey on nervous refugees, 
and on the half-formed and half-informed minds of certain British 
subjects. And if a public inquiry into them were held, as has been 
done elsewhere, the revelations, we believe, would startle the people 
of this country. In effect, a foreign State is functioning on British 
soil. Its aims, here as everywhere, are essentially disruptive and 
constitute a national danger—especially at this critical moment. The 
means by which they are sought to be accomplished can be summed 
up in a single word—anti-Semitism. Preach the wicked doctrines that 
Jews control the country and that the ruling powers are corrupt, and 
you sow doubt, dissension, and strife among the people. In a word, 
through the Jew to the nation! Scratch the Nazi Jew-baiter and you 
find the Britain-hater. The anti-Semite is the anti-Briton—under a 
mask. It is high time that this portentous truth sank into the mind of 
the country, if Britain’s right arm is not to be paralysed at the time 
of its greatest trial. The Home Secretary's assurance that the matter 
is receiving careful attention will be welcomed by all in touch with the 
facts and who are alive to the mischief they threaten to the welfare of 
the State. 


REFUGEFS AND THE CRISIS 

As the international crisis deepens, the call on the national man- 
power inevitably widens. We venture, therefore, to raise, once again, 
the question of whether some of the capacity to be found among the 
refugees cannot be put to work in the interests of the country. When 
the National Service scheme was launched, a large number of potential 
helpers had to be excluded from its operation and held in reserved 
occupations. There must surely be not a few among the men now in 
cnforced exile here who could be enlisted in their place. Quite a 
number of them are skilled workers and technicians, whose assistance 
could not fail to be of real advantage, and who would be glad to repay 
the hospitality and kindness they have found in this land. Some time 
«co, indeed, the German-Jewish Aid Committee did compile a register 
of such would-be volunteers, and there must be a record of the work 
for which they are adapted, even if the Committee have not formulated 
actual suggestions. At least, no harm could come, and much valuable 
benefit might accrue, if this record were officially considered: Let us add 
that there is a not unimportant psychological aspect of this proposal. It 
would be a wholesome thing if the refugees could be occupied in this 
way—wholesome not only for these individuals themselves but in its 
effect upon the British people, who would realise that the sanctuary 
they have given has not gone unrequited and that those who had 
received it had proved themselves worthy of it. 


MOVE ON, PLEASE! 

THE question of what to do with visitors has always been something 
of a problem for Synagogue authorities—especially when large con- 
gregations have assembled. But the method adopted by one such 
place of worship does, if the complaint of a correspondent this week 
is accurate, leave room for improvement. According to his account, 
he occupied “a modest seat” about half-way down the second row, 
during the recent Passover Festival, but was politely requested to move 
farther back. On his next visit, he was careful first to ask for 
guidance and was shown to the back row. But he noticed that several 
other persons were requested to proceed to the rear, and mentions that 
he felt particularly sorry for “one poor refugee who was trying to 
cover his blushes in his anxiety not to appear too pushing.” One 
knows, of course, the strength of the proprietorial instinct among 
Synagogue seatholders, and no one cares lightly to offend it. But 
assuming that this was the reason at work in the present case, is it 
not time that a more truly religious conception of the Synagogue’s 
place in Jewish life were inculcated? If, on the other hand, the 
sending of mere strangers to the rear has its origin in a profound 
sense of the social significance of front places, then the motive is still 
less delectable—in fact sheer snobbery. Our correspondent ironically 
Suggests that a few seats should be provided, clearly labelled: “ For 
visitors, refugees, and the very poor.” This, no doubt, though perhaps 
without the label, is the practice all too commonly in vogue. Perhaps 
we should have to leave out the reference to “ the very poor.” Some 
fellow-worshippers might dislike their presence—even in the back row!

An Appeal for Refugee Children 


From the Rt. Hon. the COUNTESS BALDWIN OF BEWDLEY 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sin.—The Executive Committee of the Lord Baldwin Fund for Refugees 
have decided, as what will probably be one of their last major efforts 
before the Fund closes. to make a nation-wide appeal to the mothers of 
Great Britain on Saturday, May 13. This day will be known as “ Mothers’ 
Day.” 

The Executive Committee will confine their appeal on Mothers’ Day 
to the raising of additional funds for bringing another thousand children 
—-five hundred Christians and five hundred Jews out of Greater Germany. 
They are to be given temporary homes in this country until they are trained 
and ready for emigration. 

{ am proud to be associated with my husband's appeal because, as a 
mother, nothing moves me more deeply than accounts of German mothers 
begging refugee workers and organisations to take away their children, 
so that these innocent victims of “man’s inhumanity to man” may be 
spared further humiliation and suffering, and be allowed to laugh and play 
again. 

~The Lord Baldwin Fund has allotted nearly half of the money so far 
obtained to the rescue of children, of whom some three thousand have 
been brought to this country since November. I am told, however, that 
something like sixty thousand “non-Aryan”™ children are left in Greater 
Germany. Is it too much to ask that, on Mothers’ Day, we mothers of 
Great Britain should make it our business to rescue at least another thousand 
children” | 

I do not ask for money aloe from the women of this country. I ask them 
to take an active part as helpers in house-to-house collections and street 
collections. 

In districts where previous arrangements have been made for May 13, 
Mothers’ Day will be observed on May 20 or May 27. Committees are 
being set up everywhere for the work that is necessarily involved. Many 
helpers are needed, and all those who are willing to be of use are asked 
to communicate with the Lord Baldwin Fund for Refugees, at 32, Essex 
Street, Strand; London, W.C.2. 

This appeal does not outlaw the fathers also from helping.

LUDWIG FULDA (Berlin) 
Playwright, Novelist, and Translator 


Ludwig Fulda, the well-known German-Jewish playwright and 
translator, has died in Berlin, aged seventy-seven. He was born in 
Frankfort, and his first play was performed there when he was twent/- 
one. He made his reputation, however, in Munich, where many of his 
eariy successes received their first performance. He was well known 
also for his novels and his translations into Ger.ran of Shakespeare's 
sonnets and of Moliére, Rostand, and Ibsen. Fulda became the head 
of the “Free Stage” movement in Berlin, and was Hon. President 
of the “Confédération Internationale ces Soc étés d’Auteurs et 
Compositeurs.” 

He studied at Heidelberg, Berlin, and Leipzig, taking his degree at 
Heidelberg in 1883: In 1888 he settled in Berlin, and joined the 
group of young poets who were then working on realistic lines. Fulda’s 
talent was shown mainly in his mastery of language and artistic form, 
combined with gracious wit expressive of underlying seriousness. Apart 
from his poems, he wrote many comedies, tragedies, and short stories, 
while his translation of Rostand’s “Cyrano de Bergerac” in rhymed 
verses is a classic example of his interpretative skill. 


Dr. MAX DIENEMANN (Offenbach) 


Dr. Max Dienemann, the former Rabbi of Offenbach, Germany. and a 
prominent leader of German Jewry, died in Tel-Aviv on Tuesday, after a 
short illness. He arrived in Palestine only a few weeks ago, after having 
been in a cOncentration camp at Buchenwald. 


Councillor A. FREUDIGER de OBUDA (Budapest) 
Government Councillor Abraham Freudiger de Obuda, President of the 
Budapest Orthodox Jewish community. has died in Budapest, aged 71. He 
was an important industrialist, and was responsible for the building of the 
Great Svnagogue anda large number of Jewish sshoo's. His father, Mose; 
de Obuda. was head of the Budapest Yeshiva and one of the founders of 
the Orthodoa comunity. 


THE REV. AARON HOCHMAN (Westcliff-on-Sea) 
Over Fifty Years in Shechita Board's Service

Southend and Westcliff Jewry, particularly the congregants of the 
Ceylon Raad Synagogue, were grieved to hear of the death last Sunday 
of the Rev. Aaron Hochman, the veteran 
Shochet, in his seventy-ninth year. He was 
born in Skaden, West Russia, in 1860. As 
a young man, he was Minister and 
Shochet at Halberstadt, Germany, and 
later came to England and was appointed 
Shochet to the Nottingham Hebrew Con- 
gregation. He subsequently entered the 
service of the London Board of Shechita, 
which he served for over fifty years. On 
his retirement, he settled in Westcliff. 

The funeral was on Wednesday at the 
Plashet Cemetery. Manor Park. Mr. 
Hochman leaves cight children by his first 
wife (among whom is Dr. Joseph Hockman, 
formerly Minister of the New West End 
Synagogue) and two by his second wife. 
One of his sons-in-law is the Rev. Ephraim 
Frank, of Boston, U.S.A., formerly Chazan 
at the Borough and Western Synagogues, London.

The sudden death last week, at the early age of forty-five, of Mr. C.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE DIVINE LIBRARY 


Not one only but many are the books of wisdom that have been 
Divinely provided for us to guide us in our way of life, to help us 
to understand the present perplexities of the modern world. By a 
diligent study of this Library of God—as we may reverently call 
it—much permanent good may accrue to our souls; we will be filled 
with a spirit of stern courage to endure the many trials that threaten 
to overwhelm us and to plunge us into the abyss of despair. Only 
by seeking to grasp the true meaning of life’s values, under the direction 
of the Divine Word, can we be comforted and fortified in our battle 
against man’s inhumanity to man, and hope to enjoy some measure of 
real happiness in our present existence, 

The first of these books is the Bible, with its marvellous literature 
filled with the spirit of the Lord, illumined by the inspired outpourings 
of historian, prophet, and Psalmist, teaching of God and righteousness 
and justifying the ways of God to man. Therein are found the roots 
of Israel's immortal Faith, the laws and the judgments that, like a 
clear-shining lamp, guide us through the dark shadows of the world’s 
difficulties even unto our destined end. The Book of God has been 
Israel's most precious gift to mankind, its imperishable teachings form 
the foundations of the civilised world; its vision of life moulds States 
and societies. From its life-giving chapters, millions of human beings 
of all races and creeds have derived solace and spiritual joy. Its 
heroes have long ago become types, incarnations of elevating ideals for 
our own edification. No criticism of its standpoint of scientific know- 
ledge can detract from its unrivalled pre-eminence im the world’s 
literature. The Bible is not a Book of Science, it is a Book of Life. It 
was not written to teach the laws of Nature, but the laws of God 
shaping the destiny of man. It makes clear the supreme ideal that leads 
men to aspire to higher aims than a mere material prosperity, to 
prepare ourselves, by obedience to His commands, to make life really 


worth living. Such is our priceless possession from which we learn the. 


Will of God and His eternal Truth. , 

“ Speak to the earth and it will teach thee,” says the patient philo- 
sopher of life's troubles, the suffering Job. This utterance directs us 
to the next important section of the holy Library. The earth tells 
of its all-powerful Creator, of the majesty and grandeur of the universe. 
Little as we truly know of the secrets of the earth and the glorious 
might of the Omnipresent, the very study and contemplation of these 
mysteries arouse the noblest emotions in the human breast and bring 
home lessons of order and harmony and progress, and, above al), 
of submission to the Divine Will. And the Book of the earth supple- 
ments the first revelation and interprets it in the light of fuller under- 
standing. Take a simple instance. The Psalmist, singing the praises 
of Nature, declares that the Creator “ has set the world firm so that 1! 
cannot be moved.” Now, in former days, it was generally believed tha: 
the earth stood still and that the sun and all the stars revolved around 
it. The immobility of our globe was an accepted doctrine which 
to deny was rank heresy against the Bible. But the astronomers, in 
their seeking after the truth, “ spoke to the earth and it taught them.” 
Men had been mistaken in explaining the poetic phrase of the Psalmis:! 
as aflirming the fixity of the earth as the centre of the universe, 
and to-day every child learns the facts of the solar system.. The 
second volume has rightly interpreted the first and thrown a new light 
upon its real teaching. Thus it has also proved to be in the relation 
of geology towards the Creation story of Genesis. The proper under- 
standing of the original text has reconciled the two “ handwritings 
of God” and extensively widened the scope of our knowledge. We 
need not be afraid of Science, which, if properly studied, becomes 
the handmaid of Faith, strengthening and deepening our religious 
convictions and opening our eves the more clearly to the wonders 0! 
the handiwork of the Divine Creator. 

A closer examination of the book of Nature must further reveal to 
us the government of the world by a harmonious ordering of the 
elements, by a system of Law controlling everything even as the mora! 
Law holds sway over the passions and wayward desires of the individua! 
man. This comprehension of the rule of Law in life in all its aspects 
creates ideals of right-doing and the love of one’s neighbour. 

There is yet a third volume of the Divine Library which will prove 
of infinite value in the turmoil of the crisis through which we arc 
passing to-day. It is the book of the Revelation of History—that tells 
the story of former generations from which we may derive instruction 
for our own time. We are witnessing a moral catastrophe, a breaking- 
down, under the weight of iron and steel, of all standards of right and 
wrong. Might triumphs over justice, tyranny destroys liberty of the 
spirit and of the body. The despots heap'crime upon crime and break 
with impunity the laws of God. “How long, O Lord! How long,” 
we cry in despair. This darkening of the sun of righteousness by the 
clouds of barbaric violence causes some to lose their faith in the 
eternal verities of life, the rock of religion upon which we had taken 
our stand seems to crumble into dust under our feet, the law of the 
jungle alone seems to dominate the world. Like.a ravenous beast, the 
strong are devouring their weaker neighbours, and nothing but brute 
force appears to be of any value in regulating the affairs of modern 
nations. In this hour of perplexity, open the book of history and 
therein will be found many a striking parallel to the events of our own 
time. In the past, mighty empires have overwhelmed other peoples: 
men of iron will and ruthless strength have set the crown of victory 
upon their heads, at the cost of infinite suffering to millions. and have 
trampled underfoot the teachings of religion and moral conduct. But 
the day of judgment came upon them and the mighty ones were swept 
away into the abyss of defeat. It is a trite saying to recall that “ history 
repeats itself.” But we will never surrender our faith in the coming 
of the Day of the Lord, in the ultimate supremacy of right and justice. 
when “ the earth will bring forth salvation.” This undying lesson from 
the “ book of the generations of man” will inspire us to endure our 
present anxieties and sorrows, will show us the gleam of the sunshine 
of the future shining through the dark clouds of the present, will 
Strengthen our unshaken belief, as taught by our recent Festival of 
Redemption, in the sleepless justice of God that sends unto each man 
his recompense, “ I, the Lord, in its due season will hasten it.”

ACTIVITIES OF NAZI AGENTS 


Raising a Rebel Army 
YISHUV READY FOR SELF-DEFENCE 


[From our Correspondent—JERUusALEM. April 9] 


In previous issues of THe Jewish Curonicie, I have referred to 
the sinister role which has been assumed in Palestine by Nazi propa- 
ganda agents and to the very efficient system which. with the help of 
certain residents of the country, they have maintained solely as the 
means of harassing British administration in this part of the 
Mediterranean. 

Few Arabs are unaware of the real designs of Nazi “ diplomacy ”: 
fewer still labour under any delusion concerning the love and affection 
which Herr Hitler is represented as cherishing for the Arab peoples, 
and many have read “ Mein Kampf” in the original to ascertain his 
views concerning Semitic races; and they know a good deal more about 
the ultimate intentions of power-politics than the Fiihrer and his oh-so- 
ingenious corps ot Ballyhoo-dlums (if an American expression can 
be further Americanised) credit them with. Moreover, Arab public 
opinion was profoundly shocked by the developments in Central 
Europe last month. 

Yet, as in every country under the sun, there is in Palestine a certain 
element of the (Arab) population which is prepared to sink principle 
and conviction for personal gain, and local German Christian settlers. 
with their Knowledge of Arab mentality after years of residence, can 
play upon the proper chords. 

Recent events in Europe, then, have stimulated Nazi activity in 
Eretz Yisrael. | heard this week of one feature of the augmented 
campaign. It appears that Arab agitators have toured villages in the 
Jaffa and Tulkarm area showing the mukhtars and elders a map 
portraying the division of Jewish colonies and buildings after the 
ultimate “Arab victory.” [he maps were printed in Germany. The 
purpose of this particular form of propaganda is to raise more recruits 
for the gangs which the Arab terrorist leaders hope to form on a large 
scale now that the citrus shipping season is over and {Tt idle season in 
Arab agriculture is once more approaching. 

Reliable information reaching me on this new Arab organisation is 
that the leaders hope to enlist a force of 50,000 Arabs to fight England 
in Palestine from within in the event of a war. . They would be secretl, 
trained by German military instructors, and they have been promised 
firearms, ammunition, and full equipment. The plan of organisation 
is of groups of ten men responsible to a group-leader, and of ten 
group-leaders responsible to a company commander, This is 
patterned on the Nazi Storm Troop model. 

i have also heard that the Arab youth of Jaffa have founded a society 
called * Ihad * (Union), the rules of which have been submitted to the 
Palestine Government for registration, with the avowed object of 
“fighting the Jews” in support of the Government in the eventuality 
of the Yishuv becoming obstreperous and embarking upon non-co- 
operation if and when the British Government's policy aiming at an 
Independent Arab State is introduced in this country! 


Conspiracy to Murder Englishmen 


All this is conceived on the grand scale. Of more immediate and 
Sinister import is the report which has reached me of a group of Syrian 
Arab terrorists who have entered Palestine in the last few days on 
instructions ‘from the “Higher Command” at Beirut to murder 
Englishmen in official and business life in this country. Three such 
attempts have already been made: on Mr. F. D. Corfield, British 
Assistant District Commissioner at Acre, who luckily escaped when 
fired at six times outside his house on April 1; on Mr. and Mrs. F. H. 
Taylor while walking through Ramleh on April 3; and on Mr, J. H. 
lliffe, Keeper of the Palestine Archxological Museum (endowed by 
Mr. John D. Rockefeller, Jnr.) in Jerusalem, who was shot and gravely 
wounded near his home in‘ the Herod’s Gate Quarter on the same 
evening, April 3. 

The practice of the Arab gunmen to use little boys of twelve to 
fourteen years old in order to carry their firearms, a device cunningly 
adopted as minors are not liable to such drastic punishment as adults, 
is being more widely introduced and I have already drawn attention 
in these columns to the wisdom of checking the student bodies in 
Government and private Arab schools as a preventive measure. The 
average Arab juvenile nowadays is fired by the example, such as it 1s, 
of the Arab “ national warriors ” who lurk in ambush to attack traffic 
and Jewish settlements and who resist the Crown Forces. It Is 
thus not difficult for evilly-disposed persons to enlist the services ot 
Arab boys, especially by the distribution of such munificent largesse as 
five to ten shillings each, to shoot English or Jewish residents or to 
“ remove ” Arab “ traitors ” holding political views antithetical to those 
of the terrorist leaders, That is the real background of urban terrorism 
to-day. 

The obvious question is, then, not what the military authorities are 
doing but what they propose to do. I happen to know that a close 
watch is being kept upon certain suspected Nazi agents, and that these 
activities are not unknown to those in charge of public security. 
Instructions issued from time to time to certain key-men in the local 
Nazi camp have a way of becoming communicated to the authorities. 
Yet the threat of raising 50,000 Arabs to fight Great Britain, in the 
vain delusion that this will secure Arab independence under the Reich's 
tutelage, must not be dismissed as idle talk. It constitutes a real danger. 
The British Government has at hand the necessary loyal Jewish 
elements to mobilise 50,000 defenders; as many, and twice as many, 
can be brought to the country within a comparatively short time for 
enlistment as a Jewish Legion of the British Army. Why should this 
not be done while there is still time?

THE RAPE OF ALBANIA 


Effect on Moslem Opinion 
** PROTECTOR OF ISLAM” NO LONGER 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


A certain amount of ironic joy is, perhaps, permissible so far 
as the repercussions in the Moslem world of Signor Mussolini's rape 
of Albania are concerned. The rdle played by him in this sinister 
enterprise was bound to have a healthy effect on the independent 
Arab and Moslem States which had felt constrained hitherto to con- 
done and even to encourage mildly the gnti-British and anti-Jewish 
outrages and propaganda of the Mufti and his confederates. The 
Duce’s pose as the Protector of Islam has now become a thing of the 
past, before it has had time to attain to a legendary status: and from 
Morocco to India, should a holy war henceforth be preached, Fascist 
Italy, and not Great Britain, will become the target. 

A good deal of mystery attaches to the presence in Cairo at this 
moment of Saudi Arabian, Iraqi, and Zionist leaders, including Dr. 
Weizmann: while in some diplomatic circles the unexpected departure 
for Cairo of Nashaat Pasha, the Egyptian Ambassador in London, is 
said to imply his early submission to his own Government and to the 
various representatives in question of fresh British proposals for a 
settlement of the Palestine problem. 

| gather, however, that this description of the Ambassador's purpose 
is somewhat exaggerated. The suggestions he has taken with him 
from London are not confined to that problem but deal with othe: 
aspects of the Mediterranean crisis. Moreover, in so far as they deal 
with Palestine, they do not constitute any attempt at a final solution, 
but‘at a modus vivendi, for the administration and security of Palestine 
during a war, based on Arab-Jewish collaboration, to be facilitated 
by joint Anglo-Egyptian action in that sense. 

It is considered that Egypt. by her equitable treatment of Jewry 
within her borders, has earned the respect and friendship of Arabs 
and Jews alike, and that ta a large extent her security is conditioned 
by that of Palestine, which is itself unthinkable except in terms o! 
Arab-Jewish harmony. For otherwise the task of the prospective British 
Commander-in-Chief in the Middle East, General Sir Edmund tronside, 
who will be in control of all the British troops from the Western 
desert to Turkey, might be gravely hindered and compromised. _ 

In the general interest. tt is necessary that both Arabs and Jews 
should agree to abandon tor the time being any extreme view-points. 
But if so the sacrifice implied should be fairly distributed between the 
iwo parties, and not one-sided, as has too often been the case im recent 
years. And it is equally essential that they should. not imply the 
permanent renunciation by the Jews or the repudiation by the British 
Government of the fundamental principles and promises embodied -in 
the Balfour Declaration. 


QUESTIONS. IN PARLIAMENT 


The McMahon Correspondence 
SENTENCES ON ILLEGAL IMMIGRANTS 


Several questions on Palestine were asked in the House of Commons 
before the House rose for the Easter Recess. | 

Mr. T. Williams (Lab... Don Valley) asked the Colonial Secretary 
whether he was aware that the committee set up to consider the 
McMahon correspondence went beyond its terms of reference when 
it dealt with documents relating to, and expressed views bearing upon, 
the meaning of the Balfour Declaration and the nature of the responsi- 
bilities assumed by His Majesty's Government in relation to Palestine; 
and why the Jewish delegation was not consulted before the results 
of the inquiry were made public in an official document? 

Mr. M. MacDonald: The Committee had no precise terms 0! 
reference beyond those of considering the McMahon correspondence; 
and I cannot accept the view expressed in the first part of the question. 
The results of the inquiry were published as a report adopted by the 
Conference between United Kingdom and Arab representatives, and 
in the circumstances there was no reason for consultation with the 
Jewish delegation before publication. 

Mr. Williams: Is the right hon. gentleman aware that this Anglo- 
Arab conference did go beyond, as they thought, their terms of 
reference; should not the Jewish Agency have been brought in; and 
may I ask whether, if they are to tssue a report of some documents 
and not of all relevant documents, is that not likely to be misleading 
and create false hopes and fears’ | | 

Mr. MacDonald: I cannot accept the conclusion that the Committee 
did go beyond its terms of reference. As to the second part of the 
supplementary, as the subject under discussion was the correspondence 
which had passed between the British authorities and the Arab author- 
ities. it would not necessarily be appropriate for the Jewish view to be 
taken in regard to those documents. In the light of all the circum- 
stances. I cannot agree that it would have been appropriate for them 

ave been consulted. 
0 Mt Williams: In view of the fact that Jewish interests were so 
deeply involved in these discussions and examinations, might not the 
Jewish section of the conference have been consulted as well as the 
-Arab section of the conference. ae 
“—- Sractboastd: 1 think a careful study of the report will indicate 
that the Jewish interests in the matter were very carefully watched by 
the representatives of His Majesty's Government. 

Mr. Williams also asked whether the exact terms of the declaration 
of the claim for the independence of the Arabic areas, made before the 
Council of Five at the Peace Conference, were submitted to the Lord 
Chancellor’s Committee on the McMahon correspondence? 

Mr, MacDonald: The answer is in the negative, . 

Mr, Williams: Is it not the case that if Palestine had been promised 
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to the Arabs the Arab delegation would have demanded independence 
at the Conference? 

Mr. MacDonald: I do not think that is necessarily so. I agree that 
it is an important consideration that at the Conference Palestine was 
not included in the territories which the Hedjaz delegation claimed. 

Mr. P. J. Noel-Baker (Lab., Derby): Is it not the case that the 
Hedjaz delegation specifically excluded Palestine? 

Mr. J. C. Wedgwood (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) asked Mr. 
MacDonald whether he would make inquiries as to the sentences passed 
on seventeen illegal refugee immigrants into Palestine, about a month 
ago; whether he was aware that the judge expressed his regret at having 
to sentence them to three months’ imprisonment and deportation; 
whether the law allows any lighter sentence; would they actually be 
deported, and, if so, to what country; also, how many were men, and 
how many women? 

Mr. MacDonald: The High Commissioner for Palestine has 
informed me that seventeen illegal Jewish immigrants who were arrested 
on February 5 were sentenced on March 22 to three months’ imprison- 
ment and were recommended for deportation. No minimum penalty is 
prescribed for illegal entry. On completion of their sentence, these 
persons will be deported, if possible, to their countries of origin, but I 
understand that it is the practice to defer execution of the deportation 
order for a reasonable period when a deportee is making efforts to find 
another country of asylum. I have no official information regarding the 
other parts of the question, but | am asking the High Commissioner 
for a further report. 

Mr. Wedgwood: What is the use of postponing sentence to allow 
these people to find another country of asylum? 

Mr. MacDonald: A great many people in many parts of the world 
are trying to find asylum for these refugees, and we are all trying to 
help. 

Mr. Wedgwood: Can the right hon. gentleman tell me any country 
in the world which will take them? 

In reply to a question by Sir E. Bennett (Nat. Lab., Cardiff Central), 
Mr. MacDonald said that an Arab boy. was found guilty by the Military 
Court at Jerusalem on March 24 of shooting a Jew. No doubt his 
intent was to kill, but fortunately he only succeeded in wounding his 
victim. He was sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment and eightee 4 
strokes by whipping. Such whipping in inflicted with a light rod, or 
cane, or birch. On March 29, the General Officer Commanding con- 

firmed the sentence. but reduced the strokes to twelve and directed 
that the sentence of imprisonment should be served tn a reformatory. 

The power of confirmation rests solely with the General Officer 
Commanding, and I am not tn a positicn to intervene, but I should like 
to explain to the House that I am informed that the present policy of 
the terrorist organisation in Palestine is to encourage youths under 
eighteen, who, if caught, cannot be sentenced to death, to carry lethal 
weapons with intent to kill. 


DR. WEIZMANN RETURNS 
First Speech Given at Nahalal 


Every year since Dr. Chaim Weizmann began his practice of 
paying annual visits to Palestine, he has delivered his first speech in 
the country at Nahalal, the first of the post-War settlements to be 
founded by the Zionist Organisation in the Plain of Esdraelon; and 
so the Zionist President carried on this personal tradition when, in the 
presence of a large gathering of settlers from all over the Emek and 
visitors from other parts of the country, he spoke at length on 
Wednesday of last week in the hall of the Girls’ Agricultural School 
at Nahalal. 

The visitors had come from both Galilees, Upper and Lower, from 
Mishmar Hayarden, Sedjera, Kfar Tabor, the Deganias, Kinnereth, 
all pre-War settlements, and the new villages of Kfar Hahoresh, Air 
Hashophet, Massad. and Maoz. Haifa, Tiberias, Affuleh, and 
Jerusalem added their representatives to the throng. 

Dr. Weizmann, who was given a warm ovation, was accompanied by 
his wife, their son Michael, and by Mrs. Blanche E. C. Dugdale. 


BRITISH SOLDIERS KILLED 
Five Dead in Landmine Explosion 


Five British soldiers were killed and three wounded on Monday 
when a land mine exploded under a trolley on the Lydda-Jaffa railway 
line. Those killed were Lce.-Cpl. R. S. Gould, Pte. H. C. Watling, 
Pte. G. H. Barlow, and Pte. F. C. G. Jackson, all of the Ist Bn. the 
Bediordshire and Hertfordshire Regt., and Sapper S. R. H. Blair, 8th 
Rly. Co., Royal Engineers. 

A lorry carrying Jewish workers between Rehovoth and Kfar 
Menahem on Friday was destroyed when it passed over a land mine, 
and four of the occupants were wounded, two of them seriously. Those 
seriously injured are Raphael Kaplan, aged thirty-five, who later had 
his leg amputated, and Michael Shochet, aged twenty-four, fragments 
of metal entering his lungs. 

A gang of seven Arabs raided the Arab bank in Jaffa on Sunday 
and carried off £2,800. Later, after a cordon had been thrown round 
the city, police recovered £1,800 of the money and arrested eight Arabs 
who were dividing the spoils. 


It was announced on Tuesday that approximately 1,000 Jewish 
immigrants of all classes would be admitted to Palestine during April. 
This is.a continuation of the policy of the “ political high level” of 
immigration. The High Commissioner has issued an announcement 
extending such control over immigration indefinitely,

HECHALUTZ ORGANISATION OF 
ENGLAND 


Second Annual Conference 


[COMMUNICATED] 


The second conference of the Hechalutz Organisation of England 
was held last Saturday evening and Sunday at the Workers’ Circle, 
New Cavendish Street, and at the Beth Hechalutz, 45, Amburst 
Road, E. There were present members from the branches in London, 
Manchester, Leeds, Liverpool, and Belfast, as well as from the 
Hachshara Farm of the movement (Kibbutz Habonim, at Harrietsham). 
In addition, a number of members of the Palestinian Labour Movement 
who are at present in England participated in the conference. Unfor- 
tunately, the newly-formed branches in Newcastle and Dublin were 
unable to send representatives, owing to the distance. There has been 
no conference for over two years. 

The first session opened with greetings by representatives of the 
following organisations: Federation of Zionist Youth, the Hebrew 
Youth League, Tarbuth, the Jewish National Fund, the English Zionist 
Federation, Poale Zion, Vatike Habonim, the Histadruth Ha-ovdim, 
the Organisation for German Chalutzim in England, Habonim, and the 
Institute of Jewish Youth. This was followed by a short report on the 
development of the movement, by chaver Margolis. He said that since 
the last conference, something like twenty members of the English 
chalutz movement had gone out to Palestine, and that this had culmin- 
ated in the foundation, together with chalutzim from the Baltic 
countries, of an independent Kibbutz at Benyamina. During this 
period, the Hachshara farm had also developed, and was now in a 
position where it could absorb a group of sixty chalutzim from 
Germany who were coming to England to continue their training for 
Palestine. Chaver Margolis stressed the fact that the Hechaluiz 
movement in England had an important part to play in the affairs of 
Anglo-Jewish youth, and emphasised the necessity for Hechalutz to 
increase its influence over the youth. 

Various resolutions were then passed, the decisions taken including 
the following: affiliation to the Federation of Zionist Youth; co-opera- 
tion with the Joint Committee for Youth Affairs and the Institute of 
Jewish Youth: expressing appreciation of the work of the Jewish 
National Fund and pledging the movement to raise £100 in the coming 
year for that organisation; and undertaking to raise the sum of £200 in 
the coming year for the Anglo-Baltic Kibbutz. 

Mr. Moshe Shertok delivered an address on “ The Issues Facing 
Zionism To-day,” in which he stressed the fact that, whatever the 
political developments in Zionism in the immediate future, the success 
or failure of Zionism depended ultimately on the positive will of the 
Jewish people themselves, and on the determination with which they 
were prepared to continue constructive and practical work in Palestine. 
He pointed out that the existence of a Yishuv of over 400,000 people in 
Palestine, the existence of settlements and industrial enterprises, were 
factors which could not be destroyed, and he described the important 
part that was being played by the Labour Movement in Palestine in the 
work of building up the country. 

The second session, which was held on Sunday m6rning, was devoted 
to a report on the Hachshara farm, given by chaver S. Levy, followed 
by a discussion on the problems facing the Hachshara group, in which 
many members participated. These problems are numerous, for the 
absorption. of a group of Austrian chalutzim and preparation for the 
absorption of further Austrian and German chaverim has meant that 
the group on Hachshara has had to reorganise its work. This question 
was discussed in great detail, as was also the question of the part that 
the Hachshara group should play in the activities of the movement. 


THE REAL SPIRIT OF PASSOVER 


Palestinians Celebrate at A.P..Club 
SERVICE WITH A MEANING 


The atmosphere of the Seder Service was always something of a 
mystery to me (writes a non-Jewish correspondent). In theory it was 
a great festival of rejoicing, the celebration of freedom that had been 
and was to come again, a sort of token statehood. But in actual 
practice, it had the appearance of a perfunctory recognition of historic 
fact; and the hope that the Jewish people might next year be gathered 
in Jerusalem was stated merely because it was part of the Service and 
represented little or no desire of those participating—except in the case 
of those who wished to end their days in the Holy Land. Rather was 
it the sort of “ next year” intended by the man who always promised 
to pay his debits “ next week.” It was a to-morrow for someone else. 

Last week, I had the great joy of attending the Seder Service arranged 
by the Anglo-Palestinian Club, at which a large number of Palestinian 
students were present. That service really meant something. The 
reiteration of Israel's past glories was a declaration of faith in a nation’s 
greatness, “Leshanah Haba‘a b'Yerushalayim ” was not a pious wish 
for someone else, but a declaration--almost a challenge—of nation- 
hood to be again. Those taking part were really happy, they frequently 
burst into song; and when the service was over the rest of the evening 
was spent in singing more Palestinian songs and dancing the Hora and 
other Palestinian dances. 

It was truly the celebration of a great deliverance. It was more: it 
was a revelation of the faith and spirit that has kept Israel alive for 
2,000 years in dispersion. That is the spirit that has rebuilt Palestine : 
that is the spirit that will re-establish the Jewish people as a nation. 

A number of refugee boys were present at the service, and it sounded 
almost like sacrilege to hear that they were about to leave for— 
Australia. If they caught any of the spirit of that service, Australia 
will be merely another step on the road to Eretz Yisrael.

HOUSE OF COMMONS DEBATE 


Members Urge Speed and Courage 
EARL WINTERTON’S UNHOPEFUL REPLY 


The Government Will Not Accept 
Financial Liability 


When the House of Commons debated the refugee problem last 
week many Members pointed out that the problem was now too wide 
to be solved by private charity. It was essentially a political problem, 
for which the Governments of the world must accept administrative 
and financial liability. The British Government was urged to act 
courageously and quickly. Earl Winterton, however, held out no 
hope of departure from the present policy and procedure. He said that 
not one of the thirty-two Governments represented at Evian would 
accept financial liability. 

Mr. P. J. Noel-Baker, the Labour Member for Derby, raised the 
question of the refugees on the motion for the adjournment of the 
House of Commons for the Easter recess. He called attention to the 
fact that a year had passed since the Evian Conference, but nothing 
had yet been done on a large scale. Speaking from his experience in 
the Nansen administration after the Great War, he believed it was 
essential to propagate a wholly new conception of the problem in 
the Governments, particularly the overseas Governments. There were 
countries to-day, he said, in which a large-scale entry of new popula- 
tions, with adequate capital to launch it..might start, as indeed it had 
started in Palestine, a new wave of prosperity. The finest brains in 
the world could be bought in the market for almost nothing. The 
Government should propagate this imaginative, constructive view by all 
the means in their power. 

Governments would have to help in finding the money, and he had 
two minor measures to suggest to help the process of infiltration. 
Both had been urged on Governments by the Nansen Office. One was 
the introduction of a surcharged postage stamp, as was done in Norway 
and France, and resulted there in £4,000 a year. They would bear 
an extra charge of one penny, and would be bought by those who 
wanted to, the Government handing over the proceeds to the refugees. 
The Government should not only introduce such a stamp but should try 
to persuade all the thirty-two countries in the Evian Committee to do 
ihe same. 

His second proposal was “ the extension of the system of the Nansen 
stamp to the Nansen passport. Refugees who can aflord it pay five 
gold francs a year tor the renewal of their Nansen passport. Hundreds 
of thousands of refugees could afford to pay that small sum. The 
system is actually in force in France, Norway, Great Britain, and a 
few other countries. If the noble lord and the Government could 
persuade the United States and the thirty-two Governments in the 
Evian Committee to adopt this system, again a very big revenue might 
result.” 

For large-scale settlement at least £10,000,000 was needed. This 
could only be raised by public loans guaranteed by the Government. 

As regards administration, Mr. Noe!-Baker suggested that all refugees 
should be placed under a central authority and should be entitled 
to a Nansen passport. Sir Herbert Emerson should have his own 
offices in all the countries connected with the problem, with represen- 
tatives of sufficient status to treat with Government departments. 
Dr. Nansen could never have succeeded without this. “ The men can 
be found,” he concluded: “ I could find them. If Sir Herbert Emerson 
were given £20,000 or £30,000 on his budget for this purpose, | would 
guarantee that it would quadruple his hopes of a practical result.” 

He was followed by Mr. A. R. Wise. Conservative Member for 
Smethwick, who felt that things were moving as fast as they could 
be expected to. The Dominions did not want Central Europeans: 
the Crown Colonies were the only hope. He suggested that the refugees 
did not want to go to the Crown Colonies because life would be too 
arduous there, but on the intervention of Earl Winterton, who denied 
this, he withdrew the suggestion, 


Colonel Wedgwood's Many Criticisms 


When Colonel J. C. Wedgwood (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) urged 
Palestine as a solution, Mr. Noel-Baker jumped up to agree with him, 
but Colonel Wedgwood went further and argued that Palestine was the 
only solution. He implored the Government to use its influence, 
which present events made considerable, to stop the persecution of 
the Jews in Poland, Rumania, Lithuania, Esthonia, and Latvia, and 
thus reduce the refugee problem. He paid tribute to the Home Office 
by saying: “ The Home Office, on the whole, have been pretty good 
within their limits, in doing their best to help individual cases. They 


have always done their best for me when I have brought cases to their. 


notice.” He then reminded the House that the funds of the Jewish 
Communities in Fascist countries were now exhausted and _ their 
members were starving. “ Yet the only people we allow in,” he said, 
“are those who have friends here rich enough to guarantee them, or 
those who have money of their own outside and can manage to get 
out of the country.” | 

Colonel Wedgwood went into details on the employment of refugees 
as domestic servants. Why, he asked, were women under eighteen 
and over forty-five and why were married women (even if their 
husbands were in concentration camps) refused permission to take jobs 
as domestic servants in England? Worse than that, many of those 
who were here as domestic servants were sending every penny they 
could of good British money to help their starving relatives abroad, 


They had come over here to keep their people alive. Yet when they 
tried to get their relations over here and offered a guarantee that they 
should not come under the Poor Law, the guarantee which they gave on 
their wages was not accepted. “I will not say that it is so in every 
case,” he said, “ but it is extremely difficult to persuade the Jewish 
Refugee Aid Committee to take the guarantee of anyone in domestic 
service. I have failed over and over again.” | 

He also attacked the present system under which children can only 
be allowed to enter the country if arrangements are made for re-emigra- 
tion at the age of eighteen. “The people who want really to adopt 
the children,” he said, “lose all pleasure in doing so. They want 
somebody who will be with them in their old age, when ties of affection 
have grown up. Why should these children be compelled to 
re-emigrate? A great deal of the personal interest is destroyed by 
that. Why should the further step have been taken, within the last 
month, of demanding from people who are good enough to take these 
children a deposit of £50 before they may have the children? In 
the case of children between sixteen and eighteen years of age, the 
sum has been increased from £50 to £100, and it is not a guarantee 
but a deposit in cash. Most of the people who take the children are 
retired people, such as school teachers, pensioners, who live on a 
definitely fixed income, and they have not the capital to be able to 
put down £50, and even if they had they would not do so; they would 
throw it in the face of the Government and say: ‘I am doing my 
best to play a decent part as an Englishwoman, as a Christian, in 
giving shelter to these homeless children, and yet you demand frum 
me £50 for the right to behave as a Christian. In justice to the 
noble lord, let me say that it is not he who demands it; it ts the 
German-Jewish Aid Committee, the body presided over by Lord Gorell 
at the present time.” 

A discussion then ensued between Colonel Wedgwood and Earl 
Winterton, the Paymaster-General, as to how far the responsibility 


was that of the voluntary institutions and how far it was imposed upon . 


them by the Government. Later, Colonel Wedgwood said: “ The 
appalling delay—I do not know whether it was the fault of the Home 
Office or the Foreign Office—in issuing visas is responsible for a great 
many of the suicides of people in Prague during the last month. 

“It is the whole attitude of the-Government towards these refugees 
that needs altering. I do not think | am doing the noble lord any 
injustice when I say that in the past he has not been celebrated for 
his affection for Jews.. He is in charge of this business. How far 
do the Government take their views from him? I have always found 
the Home. Office to be pretty good in individual cases, but it 1s of 
no use being charitable in individual cases. The Government must 
realise that the people in this country who are helping the refugees 
are not criminals but benefactors. The Government seem to look upon 
those of us who are doing something for the refugees as though we 
were nuisances and as though we were asking for something for 
ourselves. Every refugee committee in the country, and there are 
over 200-of them to-day, has been spending days and nights and writing 
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endless letters trying to get refugees to this country placed where they 
will be looked after, and all the time we have had this desperate attitude 
of permanent hostility on the part of organisations backed by the 
Government. The attitude is reflected by the voluntary organisations, 
because they take their orders from the Government.” 


GOVERNMENT NOT FACING UP TO PROBLEM 
Chairman of Baldwin Fund's Accusation 


Mr. Godfrey Nicholson, the Conservative Member for Farnham, 
who is Chairman of the Executive Committee of the Baldwin Fund 
and Chairman of the Board of Management of the Christian Council 
for Refugees, agreed that the Government was not facing up to the 
problem as it should—in particular they failed to face the fact that 
it meant the provision of finance. The only real solution as far as 
Germany was concerned was to stop the persecution by political 
pressure. If we allowed it to be thought that we even contemplated 
shouldering the whole burden, every bit of human suffering that we 
relieved would immediately be replaced by more human suffering, and 
we should create further problems as we went along pari passu with 
the measures of solution we offered. 

They were faced with the existence of nearly 2,000,000 unemployed 
o} their own. He wanted to make it clear, however, that the cry: 
“ delp our own unemployed first!” had not come from the unemployed 
or from the trade union movement. It was artificially started, and he 
winted to thank working-class bodies, including unemployed organisa- 
tions, for the noble way in which they had helped refugee funds. 
Nevertheless, to avoid further anti-Semitism, a careful system of 
selection of refugees was essential. 

He thought the Home Office had been working with courage and 
efficiency along the right lines, but that the Home Secretary and the 
Paymaster-General were playing a rather lone hand in the Government. 
There was need for hurry or the problem would be solved by the 
death of the potential refugees, for private charity would one day have 
shot its bolt. “I say with shame that we (the Christian Community) 
have contributed far far less to refugee funds than the Jewish 
Community.” 

Referring to refugee doctors, Mr. Nicholson said: “I ask the 
House to think of the conditions in British Colonies and in India, and 
I tcel that it is nothing short of madness on our part to fail to avail 
ourselves of qualified medical men.” 

He then dealt with the work of the Lord Baldwin Fund. “At Blooms- 
bury House,” he said, * there are over 4,000 callers every day to be dealt 
with, and the numbers of letters which arrive and go out are in tens of 
thousands. I heard the other day of a refugée who had written to 
eighty-three individuals applying for help. The House can imagine 
what that involves in the way of correspondence at this end. So far 
as the expenditure of money is concerned, some £220,000 has been 
earmarked tor the children’s movement, and I may say that we make 
efficiency a condition of any grant. I am sorry to weary the House 
with details, but the money is given from the Baldwin Fund to these 
constituent bodies, the Council for German Jewry, and the Christian 
Council for Refugees, and the money has to be allocated to these two 
ccuncils for specific purposes by the apportionment committee, of 
which Lord Baldwin is Chairman. . We have also guaranteed all 
expenditure in connection with Bloomsbury House, and grants have 
been given to the Council for German Jewry and the Christian Council 
for Refugees which they have expended in their own way. So far 
from it being the case, as the right hon. and gallant gentleman 
imagines, that the Baldwin Fund is sitting on its money like a hen 
on one egg, almost all the eggs have been distributed or earmarked. 
and we should be very glad indeed if that fact could be made known, 
so that the fund might once more receive a flow of contributions.” 

An appeal that refugees should be allowed to enlist for National 
Service was voiced by Mr. Geoffrey Mander (Lib., Wolverhampton, E.), 
who also asked the Government to take greater responsibility for 
solving the refugee problem and in particular to allow more refugees 
into Palestine. 

The Labour Member for Gower, Mr. David Grenfell. praised from 
his personal experience the voluntary work that had been done in 
Prague. He referred enthusiastically to the emigration of refugees 
to Canada under the auspices of the Czech Emigration Committee. with 
which he is connected. “I know the country well,” he said. “ and 
I know the quality of the people whom we are sending out. It is 
really the greatest error to assume that these people are a liability to a 
country. We are sending an asset to Canada. Under the right 
auspices and with Government support and guarantees we can easily 


find room in the world for all the Jews who may be displaced in 
Europe.” 


THE GOVERNMENT'S REPLY 
Nazi Co-operation Essential 


_ Earl Winterton, replying for the Government, pointed out that the 
German Government had now imposed an exit visa. There was room 
in Richborough Camp, for instance, for between 400 and 500 more 
refugees. It was hoped that they would be people capable of being 
trained, but it was not possible at present to get them here, as they were 
not allowed out of Germany. 

He held that without the assistance of the Reich Government the 
problem could not be solved. Mr, Pell would shortly be resuming 
discussions in the hope of obtaining a five-year exodus and permission 
for refugees to bring out a quarter of their wealth. 

Coming to the problem of wohin, Lord Winterton stressed the sub- 
current of anti-Semitism in many countries. “So far as it is based on 
absurd prejudices,” he said, “and an almost pathological credulity 
concerning the alleged evils done by the Jews, or is instigated by certain 
organisations, one of which exists in this country, it is a wholly cruel 
and evil thing.” He continued: “I believe it will be found to be the 
case, as in Palestine, that these Jewish refugees, if properly trained and 
selected, will make good primary producers.” He wanted “ schemes 


large enough to give a community feeling without producing alarm in 


the minds of the people of the countries settled that they are going 
wamped by immigrants.” 

% Earl Winterton revealed that the mission which had gone to 
Northern Rhodesia were also going to examine the sibilities of 
settlement in British Nyasaland; and that the Colonial Office was 
considering the suggestions about Dominica and British Honduras. 
There was unwillingness on the part of certain Jewish organisations to 
consider settlement in Tanganyika “ for very obvious reasons. 

“The whole Evian Committee,” he proceeded, “ without exception 
is not prepared to admit the principle that they are either under a moral 
obligation or that it is practically possible from the point of public 
support in their respective countries to admit financial liability for the 
transfer and upkeep in the countries or for the permanent settlement 
of refugees. Every one of these thirty-two Governments Is faced with 
unemployment difficulties, Every one of them is frightened of the 
possible growth of an anti-Semitic and anti-foreign feeling if it is felt 
that more is being done for foreigners cag for their a people. There 
‘¢ no chance of getting an alteration in that principle. 
Z in the same straia he said: “If these schemes, which have been so 
earnestly advocated, are carried out in overseas countries, no doubt the 
question will arise of furnishing the necessary personnel and services 
in order to make their administration reasonably successful. Neither 
His Majesty's Government nor, I imagine, any other Government, 
would wish to prejudge the question of their participation, or the form 
it should take, and, therefore, while His Majesty's Government, in 
common with other Governments, would be prepared to consider and 
are considering such schemes sympathetically in certain specific 
individual cases, they cannot accept, as a principle, financial liability 
for these movements.” 

He was unable to give an assurance that any part whatever of the 
loan to Czecho-Slovakia would be used for the maintenance of refugees. 


LORD WINTERTON’S SPEECH 


M.P.s Disappoin‘ed 
[From our Lobby Correspondent) 


Lord Winterton’s. speech was received with disappointment, and a 
meeting of the Parliamentary Committee on refugees will be held 
shortly to consider it. Miss Eleanor Rathbone, Hon. Secretary, whom 
1 encountered in the Lobby, said that the speech could not have been 
worse. “ The fatal thing is that they are going to stick to the principle 
of no financial aid. There is to be no departure from the Evian 
principle that it is all left to voluntary organisations. What is the 
use, when everybody knows it cannot be done by-voluntary effort? He 
gave us no assurance about whether any of the Czech grant would be 
used for maintenance.” 

Mr. D. L. Lipson, who failed to speak owing to the limited time for 
the debate. said to me: “1 wanted to criticise the question of the £50 
guarantee asked from people who take the children. We ought to 
encourage those children to come to this country because they are 
going to be educated in British schools and ideals, and are going to be 
a great source of strength to the Empire. We shall probably want those 
children later, on account of the population problem. I was going to 
ask whether there was any chance of a bigger advance with a scheme 
of settlement, some opportunity of developing in lands where British 
settlers would not go. 

“It is not true that the Jews would not go to this place or that. 
Those refugees ‘would go anywhere to get out of the hell where they are 
now. I should like also to have spoken of exasperating delays which 
are occurring. The Co-ordinating Committee do not even answer 
private individuals’ letters. Making all allowances, it is time they tried 
to be more businesslike and courteous.” 


BRITAIN’S *‘ UNGENEROUS POLICY ” 
Miss Rathbone’s Suggestions 


A vigorous attack on “the ungenerous British policy ” regarding 
refugees was made by Miss Eleanor F. Rathbone, M.P., in a lengthy 
letter to the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN last week. 

She considers that one of the excuses for the “ selfish isolationism ” 
of British policy, the danger of creating a wave of anti-Semitism, “ is 
real, but best combated by dilating on the magnificent generosily ot 
the Jewish people not only towards the poor and refugees of their 
own race but to Christian refugees, for whom they have done more 
than the Christian Churches themselves.” 

Miss Rathbone suggests the following four changes in British policy : 

* First, a clear break with the fatal policy of Evian. Several schemes, 
of which that for British Guiana is perhaps the best accredited, are 
being explored for the permafhently large-scale settlement of refugees 
overseas, inside or outside the British Empire. Without large-scale 
Governmental initiative and financial aid, whether by international 
loan or colonial development loan, such schemes are all impracticable. 

“ Secondly, the establishment in this country of reception homes or 
camps where refugees could be temporarily maintained, where 
necessary trained, and sorted out for emigration overseas. 

“ Thirdly, such alterations in the present conditions of admission as 
might save refugees from such unnecessary miseries as days and nights 
of waiting outside inadequately staifed British passport offices abroad, 
widespread ignorance as to conditions of admission, deportation ©» 
arrival Lecause enough time is not given them for making contact with 
refugee organisations and individual friends. It would facilitate this 
if a single Government department under a Cabinet Minister were 
responsible for dealing with the whole refugee problem. 

“ Fourthly, the unexpended portion of the £4,000,000 grant and 
£6,000,000 loan promised to Czecho-Slovakia should be allocated for 
the benefit of refugees, preferentially those from Czecho-Slovakia.” 


Mr. RicHARD CLEMENTS, the Editor of Community, the bi-monthly journal 
of the National Council of Social Service, contributes an article on the 
refugees to the current number. He outlines the benefits of foreign 


immigration, and suggests a drastic overhaul of the regulations governing 
the admission and employment of refugees, 
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_ issued landing permits to 1,755 refugees. 
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RESUMING THE BERLIN TALKS 


_Mr. Robert Pell, Vice-Director of the Intergovernmental Committee. 
last week left London for Paris en route to Berlin, where he will have 
further conversations with the German authorities regarding Jewish 
emigration from the Reich. 

In an interview with the Jewish Telegraphic Agency in Paris, Mr. 
Pell indicated that he would first complete certain plans in connection 
with the German Government's proposals, and would possibly take up 
the question of the position of the Jews from Czecho-Slovakia. He 
further intended to inform the German Government about the progress 
made in finding lands for Jewish immigration, and he would try to 
establish the steps taken by the German Government in forming a 
fund to provide Jewish emigrants with the necessary equipment. 


IMMIGRATION INTO AUSTRALIA 
Ccountry’s Wealth Increased 


During the first two months of 1939, the Australian Government 
There were 1,600 Germans, 
104 Czechs, and fifty-one persons possessing no national status. Of 
these, 904 have already landed in Australia, bringing with them a total 
cash capital of £94,350. The total capital to be brought to Australia 
by the holders of all the permits issued so far is estimated at £474,675, 
an average of £270 a head. Of the 904 refugees already admitted, 622 
are wage-earners, the remainder being wives and children. About half 
the bread-winners are skilled artisans or agricultural workers. 

Permits are granted primarily to refugees with either special know- 
ledge likely to increase the efficiency of Australian industries or skill 
in industries not yet established in Australia. Mechanics, oxy-acetylene 
blow-lamp welders, joiners, cabinet-workers, and upholsterers are the 
majority of the skilled artisans, and there are about 150 farm workers. 
Eighty-five professional men and women have been admitted, chiefly 
engineers and industrial chemists. About eighty trained domestics and 
more than 100 skilled textile workers and manufacturers of textiles not 
yet produced in Australia are among the rest of the refugees. 


To supervise more closely the movement of foreign migrants in Australia, 
the Federal Government has decided to appoint a senior migration officer 
as a special inspector. He will report on the movement of foreigners an@ 
particularly on any tendency to form foreign communities. 

Twenty German-Jewish refugees between the ages of fifteen and eighteen 
left for Australia on Saturday. They are emigrating under a scheme 
arranged by the German-Jewish Aid Committee in conjunction with the 
Committee’s Australian branch, and they are going to a Government 
Agricultural School in Melbourne for a period of training. 


REFUGEES BENEFIT SOUTH - AFRICA 
392 Give Employment to 2,950— 


The results of a survey of the economic activities of refugees in 
South Africa, submitted at a meeting of the South African Jewish Board 
of Deputies, show that Jewish refugees have established several new 
industries in the Union and introduced new processes, in addition to 
giving employment to 2,950 people. 

“ The total number of persons investigated,” the report states, * was 
2,373, who are chiefly resident in Johannesburg, Capetown, and other 
urban centres. Of this total, thirty-five per cent. were found to be 
persons who do not compete in the economic field, consisting as they 
do of aged parents, wives, and children. Of the remaining 1,541 
persons who are gainfully occupied, 984 are employees, and 557 are 
working on their own account. It is particularly significant that of 
this total of 557 persons, 392 are in a position to give employment 
to others; and still more striking is the fact that these 392 persons 
give employment in all to 2,950 others (viz., 936 South African 
Europeans, 339 refugees, and 1,675 non-Europeans). 

“ It is also of great interest to find that the refugees have established 
new industries not previously known in South Africa, such as a number 
of innovations in the chemical and engineering industries (e.g., the 
manufacture of tube mills for the mines, and certain materials that 
are destined to play. an important part in the roadmaking and building 
industries of the Union); and in other cases have introduced new 
processes in South Africa, such as the smelting of antimony lead and 
alloys, and the refining of various scrap metals (¢.g., zinc, lead, and 
brass).” 


ALIENS IN SWEDEN 


The preliminary returns of the census of aliens which has been taken 
in Sweden reveals that the Germans are the most numerous foreign 
nationality. Of the 23,722 aliens in the country between February 10 
and 18, there were 5,973 Germans. 

Aliens were required to state whether one or both of their parents 
were Jewish. The total number of Jews or half-Jews was 3,420, ot 
whom two-thirds were Germans. Of all the foreign Jews or half-Jews, 
746 had entered the country before 1928. 

The number of aliens who declared themselves to be political refugees 
was 992. Two-thirds of these were of German nationality, one-eighth 
of Czech, and a quarter were Jews or half-Jews. 


NEW FRENCH ORT SCHOOL 


At the last meeting of the Executive of the Ort in Paris, it was pointed 
out that notwithstanding the considerable increase in the number of 
Ort training courses and classes in France, nearly 500 applications have 
had to be refused owing to lack of accommodation. Baron Philippe 
de Gunzbourg, who was present at the meeting, said that several 
members of his family had decided to provide a building fund for a 
mew school, which will allow of a considerable extension of the work 
of the Ort. The scheme will cost about £6,000. 


Tue Swedish Medical Association has refused its consent to the request 


that ten Jewish refugee doctors be allowed to practise in Sweden. I[t 


proposes instead that a fund be raised to help Jewish refugee doctors to 
emigrate, and to maintain in Sweden elderly Jewish refugee dociors who 
have no children.

Mr. Godfrey Nicholson, the Conservative Member for Farnham, 
who is Chairman of the Executive Committee of the Baldwin Fund 
and Chairman of the Board of Management of the Christian Council 
for Refugees, agreed that the Government was not facing up to the 
problem as it should—in particular they failed to face the fact that 
it meant the provision of finance. The only real solution as far as 
Germany was concerned was to stop the persecution by political 
pressure. If we allowed it to be thought that we even contemplated 
shouldering the whole burden, every bit of human suffering that we 
relieved would immediately be replaced by more human suffering, and 
we should create further problems as we went along pari passu with 
the measures of solution we offered. 

They were faced with the existence of nearly 2,000,000 unemployed 
01 their own. He wanted to make it clear, however, that the cry: 
“ cdelp our own unemployed first!”’ had not come from the unemployed 
or from the trade union movement. It was artificially started, and he 
wi nted to thank working-class bodies, including unemployed organisa- 
tions, for the noble way in which they had helped refugee funds. 
Nevertheless, to avoid further anti-Semitism, a careful system of 
selection of refugees was essential. 

He thought the Home Office had been working with courage and 
efficiency along the right lines, but that the Home Secretary and the 
Paymaster-General were playing a rather lone hand in the Government. 
There was need for hurry or the problem would be solved by the 
death of the potential refugees, for private charity would one day have 
shot its bolt. “I say with shame that we (the Christian Community) 
have contributed far far less to refugee funds than the Jewish 
Community.” 

Referring to refugee doctors, Mr. Nicholson said: “I ask the 
House to think of the conditions in British Colonies and in India, and 
1 feel that it is nothing short of madness On our part to fail to avail 
ourselves of qualified medical men.” | 

He then dealt with the work of the Lord Baldwin Fund. “At Blooms- 
bury House,” he said, “ there are over 4,000 callers every day to be dealt 
with, and the numbers of letters which arrive and go out are in tens of 
thousands. I heard the other day of a refugee who had written to 
cighty-three individuals applying for help. The House can imagine 
what that involves in the way of correspondence at this end. So far 
as the expenditure of money is concerned, some £220,000 has been 
earmarked tor the children’s movement, and I may say that we make 
efficiency a condition of any grant. I am sorry to weary the House 
with details, but the money is given from the Baldwin Fund to these 
constituent bodies, the Council for German Jewry, and the Christian 
Council for Refugees, and the money has to be allocated to these two 
ccuncils for specific purposes by the apportionment committee, of 
which Lord Baldwin is Chairman. We have also guaranteed all 
expenditure in connection with Bloomsbury House, and grants have 
been given to the Council for German Jewry and the Christian Council 
for Refugees which they have expended in their own way. So far 
from it being the case, as the right hon. and gallant gentleman 
imagines, that the Baldwin Fund is sitting on its money like a hen 
on one egg, almost all the eggs have been distributed or earmarked, 
and we should be very glad indeed if that fact could be made known, 
so that the fund might once more receive a flow of contributions.” 

An appeal that refugees should be allowed to enlist for National 
Service was voiced by Mr. Geoffrey Mander (Lib., Wolverhampton, E.), 
who also asked the Government to take greater responsibility for 
solving the refugee problem and in particular to allow more refugees 
into Palestine. 

_The Labour Member for Gower, Mr. David Grenfell, praised from 
his personal experience the voluntary work that had been done in 
Prague. He referred enthusiastically to the emigration of refugees 
to Canada under the auspices of the Czech Emigration Committee. with 
which he is connected. “I know the country well,” he said, “and 
I know the quality of the people whom we are sending out. It is 
really the greatest error to assume that these people are a liability to a 
country. We are sending an asset to Canada. Under the right 
auspices and with Government support and guarantees we can easily 


find room in the world for all the Jews who may be displaced in 
Europe. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S REPLY 
Nazi Co-operation Essential 


Earl Winterton, replying for the Government, pointed out that the 
German Government had now imposed an exit visa, There was room 
in Richborough Camp, for instance, for between 400 and 500 more 
refugees. It was hoped that they would be people capable of being 
trained, but it was not possible at present to get them here, as they were 
not allowed out of Germany. 

He held that without the assistance of the Reich Government the 
problem could not be solved. Mr. Pell would shortly be resuming 
discussions in the hope of obtaining a five-year exodus and permission 
for refugees to bring out a quarter of their wealth. 

Coming to the problem of wohin, Lord Winterton stressed the sub- 


current of anti-Semitism in many countries. “So far as it is based on 


absurd prejudices,” he said, “and a 
concerning the alleged evils done by the Jews, or is instigated by certain 
organisations, One of which exists in this country, it is a wholly cruel 
and evil thing.” He continued: “I believe it will be found to be the 
case, as in Palestine, that these Jewish refugees, if properly trained and 
selected, will make good primary producers.” He wanted “ schemes

the minds of the people of the countries settled that they are going 
swamped by immigrants.” 

= Earl Winterton revealed that the mission which had gone to 
Northern Rhodesia were also going to examine _the ibilities of 
settlement in British Nyasaland; and that the Colonial Office was 
considering the suggestions about Dominica and British Honduras. 
There was unwillingness on the part of certain Jewish organisations to 
consider settlement in Tanganyika “ for very obvious reasons. 

“The whole Evian Committee,” he proceeded, “ without exception 
is not prepared to admit the principle that they are either under a moral 
obligation or that it is practically possible from the point of public 
support in their respective countries to admit financial liability for the 
transfer and upkeep in the countries or for the permanent settlement 
of refugees. Every one of these thirty-two Governments is faced with 
unemployment difficulties. Every one of them is frightened of the 
possible growth of an anti-Semitic and anti-foreign feeling if it is felt 
that more is being done for foreigners than for their own people. There 
is no chance of getting an alteration in that principle. 

In the same strain he said: “If these schemes, which have been so 
earnestly advocated, are carried out in overseas countries, no doubt the 
question will arise of furnishing the necessary personnel and services 
in order to make their administration reasonably successful. Neither 
His Majesty's Government nor, I imagine, any other Government, 
would wish to prejudge the question of their participation, or the form 
it should take, and, therefore, while His Majesty's Government, in 
common with other Governments, would be prepared to consider and 
are considering such schemes sympathetically im certain specific 
individual cases, they cannot accept, as a principle, financial liability 
for these movements.” 

He was unable to give an assurance that any part whatever of the 
loan to Czecho-Slovakia would be used for the maintenance of refugees. 


LORD WINTERTON’S SPEECH 


M.P.s Disappoin‘ed 
u rom our Lobby Correspondent) 


Lord Winterton’s speech was received with disappointment, and a 
meeting of the Parliamentary Committee on refugees will be held 
shortly to consider it. Miss Eleanor Rathbone, Hon. Secretary, whom 
1 encountered in the Lobby, said that the speech could not have been 
worse. “ The fatal thing is that they are going to stick to the principle 
of no financial aid. There is to be no departure from the Evian 
principle that it is all left to voluntary organisations. What is the 
use, when everybody knows it cannot be done by voluntary effort? He 
gave us no assurance about whether any of the Czech grant would be 
used for maintenance.” sas 

Mr. D. L. Lipson, who failed to speak owing to the limited time for 
the debate. said to me: “1 wanted to criticise the question of the £50 
guarantee asked from people who take the children. We ought to 
encourage those children to come to this country because they are 
going to be educated in British schools and ideals, and are going to be 
a great source of strength to the Empire. We shall probably want those 
children later. on account of the population problem. I was going to 
ask whether there was any chance of a bigger advance with a scheme 
of settlement, some opportunity of developing in lands where British 
settlers would not go. : 

“It is not true that the Jews would not go to this place or that. 
Those refugees would go anywhere to get out of the hell where they are 
now, I should like also to have spoken of exasperating delays which 
are occurring. The Co-ordinating Committee do not even answer 
private individuals’ letters. Making all allowances, it is time they tried 
to be more businesslike and courteous.” 


BRITAIN’S ‘‘ UNGENEROUS POLICY” 
Miss Rathbone’s Suggestions 


A vigorous attack on “the ungenerous British policy ” regarding 
refugees was made by Miss Eleanor F. Rathbone, M.P., in a lengthy 
letter to the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN last week. 

She considers that one of the excuses for the “ selfish isolationism ~ 
of British policy, the danger of creating a wave of anti-Semitism, “ is 
real, but best combated by dilating on the magnificent generosity of 
the Jewish people not only. towards the poor and refugees of their 
own race but to Christian refugees, for whom they have done more 
than the Christian Churches themselves.” 

Miss Rathbone suggests the following four changes in British policy : 

* First, a clear break with the fatal policy of Evian. Several schemes, 
of which that for British Guiana is perhaps the best accredited, are 
being explored for the permahently large-scale settlement of refugees 
overseas, inside or outside the British Empire. Without large-scale 
Governmental initiative and financial aid, whether by international 
loan or colonial development loan, such schemes are all impracticable. 

“ Secondly, the establishment in this country of reception homes or 
camps where refugees could be temporarily maintained, where 
necessary trained, and sorted out for emigration overseas. 

* Thirdly, such alterations in the present conditions of admission as 
might save refugees from such unnecessary miseries as days and nights 
of waiting outside inadequately staffed British passport offices abroad, 
widespread ignorance as to conditions of admission, deportation o» 
arrival Lecause enough time is not given them for making contact with 
refugee organisations and individual friends. It would facilitate this 
if a single Government department under a Cabinet Minister were 
responsible for dealing with the whole refugee problem. 

“ Fourthly, the unexpended portion of the £4,000,000 grant and 
£6,000,000 loan promised to Czecho-Slovakia should be allocated for 
the benefit of refugees, preferentially those from Czecho-Slovakia.”

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RESUMING THE BERLIN TALKS

last week left London for Paris en route to Berlin, where he will have 


further conversations with the German authorities regarding Jewish 
emigration from the Reich. 

In an interview with the Jewish Telegraphic Agency in Paris, Mr. 
Pell indicated that he would first complete certain plans in connection 
with the German Government's proposals, and would possibly take up 
the question of the position of the Jews from Czecho-Slovakia. He 
further intended to inform the German Government about the progress 
made in finding lands for Jewish immigration, and he would try to 
establish the steps taken by the German Government in forming a 
fund to provide Jewish emigrants with the necessary equipment. 


IMMIGRATION INTO AUSTRALIA 
Country’s Wealth Increased 


During the first two months of 1939, the Australian Government 
issued landing permits to 1,755 refugees. There were 1,600 Germans. 
104 Czechs, and fifty-one persons possessing no national status. Of 
these, 904 have already landed in Australia, bringing with them a total 
cash capital of £94,350. The total capital to be brought to Australia 
by the holders of all the permits issued so far is estimated at £474,675, 
an average of £270 a head. Of the 904 refugees already admitted, 622 
are wage-earners, the remainder being wives and children, About half 
the bread-winners are skilled artisans or agricultural workers. 

Permits are granted primarily to refugees with either special know- 
ledge likely to increase the efficiency of Australian industries or skill 
in industries not yet established in Australia. Mechanics, oxy-acetylene 
blow-lamp welders, joiners, cabinet-workers, and upholsterers are the 
majority of the skilled artisans, and there are about 150 farm workers. 
Eighty-five professronal men and women have been admitted, chiefly 
engineers and industrial chemists. About eighty trained domestics and 
more than 100 skilled textile workers and manufacturers of textiles not 
yet produced in Australia are among the rest of the refugees. 


To supervise more closely the movement of foreign migrants in Australia, 
the Federal Government has decided to appoint a senior migration officer 
as a special inspector. He will report on the movement of foreigners ané@ 
particularly on any tendency to form foreign communities. 

Twenty German-Jewish refugees between the ages of fifteen and eighteen 
left for Australia on Saturday. They are emigrating under a scheme 
arranged by the German-Jewish Aid Committee in conjunction with the 
Committee's Australian branch, and they are going to a Government 
Agricultural School in Melbourne for a period of training. 


REFUGEES BENEFIT SOUTH AFRICA 
392 Give Employment to 2,950 


The results of a survey of the economic activities of refugees in 
South Africa, submitted at a meeting of the South African Jewish Board 
of Deputies, show that Jewish refugees have established several new 
industries in the Union and introduced new processes, in addition to 
giving employment to 2,950 people. 

“ The total number of persons investigated,” the report states, “ was 
2,373, who are chiefly resident in Johannesburg, Capetown, and other 
urban centres. Of this. total, thirty-five per cent. were found to be 
persons who do not compete in the economic field, consisting as they 
do of aged parents, wives, and children. Of the remaining 1,541 
persons who are gainfully occupied, 984 are employees, and 557 are 
working on their own account. It is particularly significant that of 
this total of 557 persons, 392 are in a position to give employment 
to others; and still more striking is the fact that these 392 persons 
give employment in all to 2,950 others (viz., 936 South African 
Europeans, 339 refugees, and 1,675 non-Europeans). 

“ It is also of great interest to find that the refugees have established 
new industries not previously known in South Africa, such as a number 
of innovations in the chemical and engineering industries (e.g., the 


’ manufacture of tube mills for the mines, and certain materials that 


are destined to play an important part in the roadmaking and building 
industries of the Union); and in other cases have introduced new 
processes in South Africa, such as the smelting of antimony lead and 
alloys, and the refining of various scrap metals (e.g., zinc, lead, and 
brass).”” 


ALIENS IN SWEDEN 


The preliminary returns of the census of aliens which has been taken 
in Sweden reveals that the Germans are the most numerous foreign 
nationality. Of the 23,722 aliens in the country between February 10 
and 18, there were 5,973 Germans. 

Aliens were required to state whether one or both of their parents 
were Jewish. The total number of Jews or half-Jews was 3,420, of 
whom two-thirds were Germans. Of all the foreign Jews or half-Jews, 
746 had entered the country before 1928.. 

The number of aliens who declared themselves to be political refugees 
was 992. Two-thirds of these were of German nationality, one-eighth 
of Czech, and a quarter were Jews or half-Jews. 


NEW FRENCH ORT SCHOOL 


At the last meeting of the Executive of the Ort in Paris, it was pointed 
Out that notwithstanding the considerable increase in the number of 
Ort training courses and classes in France, nearly 500 applications have 
had to be refused owing to lack of accommodation. Baron Philippe 
de Gunzbourg, who was present at the meeting, said that several! 
members of his family had decided to provide a building fund for a 
mew school, which will allow of a considerable extension of the work 
of the Ort. The scheme will cost about £6,000. 


Tue Swedish Medical Association has refused its consent to the request 


that ten Jewish refugee doctors be allowed to practise in Sweden. It 


Proposes instead that a fund be raised to help Jewish refugee doctors to 
emigrate, and to maintain in Sweden elderly Jewish refugee doctors who 
have no children,

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THE RICHBOROUGH REFUGEE CAMP UNITED SYNAGOGUE SPECIAL SERVICES 


From Professor NORMAN BENTWICH 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The Richborough transit camp for refugees is rapidly growing. At 
the beginning of the Passover week the number of the men in the camp 
was 500. At the end of the week it was nearly 700. Forty men arrived 
from Germany on the Seder night, just before the beginning of the service, 
about fifty Jewish refugees from Czecho-Slovakia were admitted temporarily 
during the week; and on the Saturday night 125 men arrived front Vienna, 
to celebrate with a peculiar sense of fulfilment “ the season of our freedom. 
As one of the men said to me in the camp, it was hard to believe after six 
years that they were really in a free land again. ; 

All the men who come to the camp are immediately engaged in preparing 
more huts for fresh groups, till the full complement of 3,500 is gathered. 
Some are doing the building work, others are laying water mains, others 
making roads in place of the muddy tracks. They divide the working day 
between physical labour and the study of English, Hebrew, or Spanish, to 
prepare themselves for the new life to which they are going in the United 
States, Palestine, Australia, or other lands. The Director of Education 
of the Kent County Council and the head of the Higher Education in 
Thanet have been extraordinarily helpful. Through their efforts nearly 
one hundred voluntary teachers have been marshalled, who come in relays 
of about twenty each night to give lessons to eager classes. Some friends 
have helped with books. But many more books are wanted for the library, 
particularly educational English .books. There is great need, also, for the 
other part of the work, of tools for the skilled workers, and spades and 
gardening tools. 

Another want is of music and musical instruments. Several of the 
men are excellent musicians, and one or two were members of the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra in Vienna. A few—very few—have been able to bring 
out their instruments. The rest were not so fortunate. A friend has given 


a piano; and the conductor of the local orchestra in Sandwich has offered . 


to come twice a week to conduct the musicians in the camp. The instru- 
ments that are immediately wanted are three violins, two violas, two violin- 
cellos, and one double bass; and further twelve music stands. All musical 
scores, whether for orchestra.or chamber music, will be most welcome. 
The standard of entertainment at the camp in the evenings is excellent. 
One night the camp entertained the Sea Scouts of Sandwich, and a number 
of the members sang and played and danced to an audience of over 700, 
including many visitors from the little town of Sandwich, in a way which 
roused enthusiasm. 

The circumstances of the men in the camp are hard, because thev are 
Separated from their families and in a great many cases are desperately 
anxious about wives and children or parents who are still in Germany 
and Austria. There is a special obligation-on all who can help to give 
them some of the amenities of life. The officers of the camp are anxious 
that the camp shall be both a good experience for the men in it and also 
a credit to our Community and to the refugee organisations. Will any 
person who can make any gift of tools or books or instruments communicate 
with the director of the camp, Mr. J. A. May, Kitchener Camp, Richborough,

The second special s:rvice was held at the Brondesbury Synagogue, 
Chevening Road, on Sunday evening, when the introduction was given by 
Dayan Lazarus, and Rabbi Dr. Jospe again spoke.

Rabbi Dr. Max Nussbaum, who arrivei in this country this week from

The following resolution was carried unanimously by the recent annual 
Council meetings of the National Council for Equal Citizenship: “ The 
condition of those nationals who are suffering from racial, political, or 
religious discrimination being so critical, the Government is urged to. press 
on with plans for their permanent settlement, to accept the necessity 
for facilitating such plans by governmental or inter-governmental loans, or 
otherwise, to expedite their admission into this country, and to relax the 
present stringent conditions of entry.” The Council is a non-party organisa- 
tion. with branches all over the country, and with an affiliated membership 
of some 40,000 women. 


The second number of the Kitcuener Camp Review, the journal of 
the Kitchener Camp for Refugees is now out, and it gives a very valuable 
picture of life at the Camp. The spirit that animates them is made clear 
in an article on “ The Joy of Creation,’ by Mr. Walter Marmorek, the 
Camp architect. “If you take your work seriously,” he writes, ~ you 
will be able to prove to yourselves, and to manifest to the world, our 
creative power, our right to live, and our determination not to be defeated.”

PASSOVER RELIEF FOR REFUGEES AND POLES 


Over £3,000 has been allocated by the United Polish Appeal Committee 
for Passover Relief for Jews in Poland as well as for the Polish refugees 
from Germany in no-man’s-land, and refugees from Memel in Lithuania. 
This allocation was made conjointly with the Chief Rabbi's Passover Relief 
Appeal and the Polish Refugee Fund. The bulk of the money was sent 
to the smaller towns in Poland, over 200 centres receiving assistance. 


THE JewisH TaiBune, with the assistance of prominent members of the 
Bombay Jewish Community, recently organised a performance at the Metro 
Cinema in aid of the refugees. The show was under the patronage of the 
Governor of Bombay. It was highly successful, and nearly £400 has been 
collected. This was the first occasion on which the Governor of a Province 
has bestowed his patronage on a function organised by local Jewry. 


THe Greek cargo boat Aghios Nicolaos, carrying 700 expelled Jews from 
Czecho-Slovakia, last week took shelter at Candia, Crete, owing to the 
impossibility of landing its passengers in Palestine. 


SABBATH OBSERVANCE EMPLOYMENT BUREAU 
Dayan Lazarus Accepts Fresidency 


At a meeting of the Committee of the Sabbath Observance Employment 
Bureau, held recently, a welcome was extended to’ Dayan H. M. Lazarus, 
who has accepted the Presidency of the Bureau in succession to Rabb 
Harris Cohen. Dayan Lazarus,in responding, promised to devote himself 
to the service of the Bureau. Mr. Barnett Samuel informed the Committee 
of his decision to resign from the Honorary Secretaryship of the Bureau 
under the pressure of the work he was doing for German-Jewish refugees, 
The Committee accepted his resignation with much regret. 

Mr. Julius Felsenstein, dealing with financial matters, said that the deficit 
was increasing and that subscriptions and donations were not coming in as 
well as was hoped. Rabbi Cohen outlined steps which should be taken to 
improve the financial position. Mr. Felsenstein said that Rabbi Cohen 
during the past year had, by his own personal efforts, been instrumental in 
obtaining new subscribers. The Secretary submitted statistics of the work 
of the Bureau during 1938, which showed that there had been a considerable 
increase in activity. The meeting terminated with a vo'e of thanks to Dayan 
Lazarus, proposed by Mr. Oscar Kahn,

NAZI SPIES IN ENGLAND 


Gestapo Terrorises Refugees 
FULL GOVERNMENT INVESTIGATION 


A close watch is being kept on all Nazi organisations in this country. 
Sir Samuel Hoare, the Home Secretary, told the House of Commons 
before it rose for the Easter recess that “careful attention is given to 
the activities in this country of these organisations, with a view to 
appropriate action when such action is called for, and within recent 
weeks steps have been taken with a view to terminating the residence 
in this country of three persons connected with these Organisations.”’ 

It is believed that more than fifty Nazi political agents and members 
of the Gestapo will be asked to leave London this week. 

A complete dossier of Gestapo agen‘s in London has been prepared 
by the Special Branch of Scotland Yard, together with a list of their 
British helpers. 

The activities of the Gestapo will cause a sensation if Mr. Will 
Thorne, Labour M.P. for Plaistow, succeeds in obtaining a full reply 
to the following questions he is to put to the Home Secretary next 
"Tuesday : 


“Whether he has recrived from the Metropolitan Police any information in 


connection with the activities of the Nazi organisation at the Brown House, Wilton 
Road, Victoria, 


** Whether these German subjects have now transferred to the former Austrian 
Legation in Belgrave Square, 


How many cells there are operating in various parts of London: can he g.ve 
any information about the German Labour Front cells operating in London: what 
information he has about the Nazi dealers and traders who meet in the West Central 
district; and what action he intends taking about the matter?” 

One report is that much of the Gestapo activity was unearthed by 
detectives when they investigated a story by a man who alleged he had 
been flogged by the Nazis and was a refugee from Germany. His 
story was proved to be a lie. That man, who arrived with a false 
passport and took a flat in Piccadilly, was arrested and sentenced. The 
woman -who secreted him in her flat has already been deported to 
Germany. | 

The Gestapo has been responsible for much secret terrorism among 
Jewish refugees in this country, and, according to the Dai_y HeRALp, 
any Gestapo agent in London whose information leads to the con- 
fiscation of a Jewish fortune gets a share of the money. Mr. George 
Ridley, Labour M.P. for Clay Cross, recently asked the Prime Minister 
whether he was aware that Austrian families resident in this country 
since the German annexation of Austria were receiving telephone calls 
from the Gestapo in Germany and Austria threatening them that, 
unless they return part of their money to those countries, their relatives 
now resident there would be punished. 


THE BLACKSHIRTS’ PIG’S HEAD 
A Worthy Fascist Symbol 


At 4 o'clock last Sunday morning a pig's head was hung on the 
gateway of the Bethnal Green Synagogue, by some Fascists, and 
on top of the head was placed a swastika. Just where the chin 
came a slogan was pinned, bearing the words “ Perish Judah!" in red 
paint. 

Two railwaymen came by, reports the Daity Worker, and told the 
Fascists to take it away, which they refused todo. Then a policeman 
instructed them to take the object down, and they did so. 

About an hour later the Fascists returned and put the head on the 
gateway again. On-the pavement they chalked “Let Mosley broadcast.” 

This is the second Synagogue which the Fascists desecrated during 
Passover time. | 

On Friday evening Mr. Losman, a DaiLy WorKER standsman at the 
corner of New Road, Commercial Road, E., was attacked by a number 
of Fascists, and attempts were made to tear up his papers. 


Harold Sydney Fruin, who was bound over in Nottingham last week 
after pleading guilty to several cases of housebreaking, was said by the 
police to be the Secretary of the Nottingham branch of the British Union 
of Fascists.

Service and the melodies were sung by Dr. M. Lange. Mr. Joseph Weber, 
Chairman of the Association, welcomed those present. Mr. H. J. Fraser, 
Chairman of the National Services Committee. announced that his Com- 
mittee were collating offers of Service by aliens for presentation to the War 
Office.

TALMUD TORAH TRUST 


Urgent Need for Financial Assistance 
[COMMUNICATED] 


The Rev. Isaac Goldston presided at a meeting of the Council held last 
week at the offices of the Trust, 9, Mulberry Street, E.1. | 

The balance-sheet for the year ended December 31, 1938, was presented by 
the Treasurer, Mr. I. W. Goldberg. He prefaced his remarks by quoting 
what he had said in the biennial report : 

That when compared with the needs of the Talmud Torahs, the grants the Tru t 
finds itself able to make are still woetully insufficient. [tis a reproach to the 
Community that educational organisations should have to devote time and energy 
to obtain funds instead of doing the work for which they were created. The 
education of the children must sulter when teachers are harassed concerning their 
salaries, and when headmasters must lock about tor money instead of supervising 
their classes. It is here that the Trust can be of so much value. Given an income 
of £10,000 per annum it could relieve the Talmud Torahs of financial worries and 
at the same time develop its supervision of the educational activities of the 
Talmud Terahs, We trust that the community, mindful of our needs, will rally to 
our support and enable us to achieve our aim. 

Mr. Goldberg said that the income of the Trust had not reached 
£10,000. Nevertheless, they could take pride in the efforts made last 
vear, from the educational point of view. The total income for the 
year had been £3,027, as compared with £4250 in the previous year. He 
referred to the magnificent legacy of £500 from the late Mrs. Lipman Shalit. 
Mr. Goldberg pointed out that £2,165 had been distributed to Talmud 
Torahs, and represented a bigger proportion of the income than in the 
previous year. The £207 for repairs to Talmud Torahs was an important 
item. because local committees were apt to let their buildings get into bad 
repair through lack of funds. e 

In the subsequent discussion, the Rev. I. Goldston said that the Trust was 
grateful to the Central Committee for Jewish Education for the large share 
of the Shechita surplus which it had received. In spite of the fact that one 
of the parent bodies of the Shechita Board—the Federation of Synagogues 
—had withheld its contribution and most of the money now came from the 
United Synagogue, the grant to the Trust had not decreased. The [rust 
benefited more than other educational bodies from the allocations made by 
the Central Committee for Jewish Education, whose sympathies for the 
Talmud Torahs were shown in a most practical manner, The adoption of the 
balance-sheet was seconded by Mr. Koller. 

On the motion of the Chairman, thanks were accorded to the Treasurer 
and to the Hon. Auditors, Messrs. Levy, Hyams and Co. 

» Dayan H. M. Lazarus, in presenting the report of the Education Com- 
mittee, said that during the quarter eight Talmud Torahs had been thoroughly 
inspected. The Education Conference held in January had had a marked 
effect upon Talmud Torah education throughout Great Britain and Eire. 
The annual examination had been held on March 26, and 106 candidates sat 
for it. The standard was very high, and showed that the Talmud Torahs 
were definitely providing a sound basis of Jewish knowledge for their pupils. 

On the suggestion of the Central Committee, steps had been taken to co- 

ordinate the syllabus with that of the Jews’ College Teachers Examination,

THEM GO 


“Aryan” Workers’ Sympathy 


GRAVE PROBLEM FOR NAZI “ CANUTES”

SOME months ago, a writer in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE declared that 
although the ostensible policy of the Nazis was to get rid of all the 
Jews in Germany, the actual policy, dictated by inexorable economic 
needs, would compel the Nazis, on the contrary, to keep the Jews in 
Germany as an indispensable reservoir of slave-labour. It was clear 
even at the time of the Evian Conference that the mass evacuation of 
German Jewry was only a mirage. If Nazi Germany last June was 
feeling the pinch of labour shortage, how much greater is its labour 
hunger to-day, when German rearmament figures have reached 
astronomical dimensions! 

Last summer Jewish doctors and engineers were refused permission 
to leave Austria, while in Germany skilled Jewish workers were being 
re-employed. Vienna Jews were being sent by the hundred to the Mur 
Valley in Austria, as a labour battalion for work in flooded areas, and 
Jewish labourers were being made to assist Austrian farmers. Near 
Berlin arrested Jews were being housed in barracks and made to work 
on roads under the supervision of S.S. guards. 

In the following months, the process began to gather momentum 
very rapidly. In July and August, thousands of Jews were arrested in 
order, according to the Never VorwaertTs, of Paris, to provide a 
reserve of cheap prison-labour. 7,000 Jews were sent to a labour 
camp near Weimar and set to work building houses, “All prisoners 
capable of work to any degree whatsoever are to be given work,” 
declared the Labour Commissioner of the Four-Year Plan in the 
REICHSARBEITSBLATT. “The Minister of Justice has taken steps to 
ensure the labour output of prisoners by improving their food.” 

Shortly after, it was reported that 400 Jewish doctors had been called 
up for military service in Austria, being assigned as doctors’ assistants 
to regular medical units. In Vienna, Jewish unemployed were made 
to build roads and canals, and in Berlin (last September) Jews were 
made to do the most arduous forced labour in return for bare relief. 

Early this year it was reported that the German Labour Front had 
asked the Berlin Jewish Communal Board to supply it with 1,200 skilled 
Jewish workers, mainly engineers, electricians, and carpenters. By 
that time, no fewer than 3,500 Jews, or about 7 per cent. of the Berlin 
Jewish population, who would normally be gainfully employed, were 
working in local factories. In Danzig, it was stated that the local Jews 
were to be conscripted for road building. 

Thus, when it was officially announced in March by Dr. Syrup, the 
President of the Reich Labour Bureau, that German Jews unemployed 
as a result of the “purge” in industry and the professions were to 
be conscripted for manual labour, he was merely giving an administra- 
tive basis to a process which was already well under way. Dr. Syrup 
Stated bluntly that the Reich had no interest in leaving unused the 
labour power represented by employable unemployed Jews, and in 
having to support them from public money without getting anything 
i return. They would therefore seek to give the Jews employment 
as quickly as possible, so that a further amount of German labour 
could be released for urgent undertakings. of national importance. 
According to his plan, which was issued with the express permission 
of Field-Marshal Goring, the Jews are to be put to work in factories 
and on building and improvement schemes. 

And so, with Dr. Syrup’s announcement, we come to the next 
Stage in the tragic history of the Jews of Germany. Their reintegra- 
tion, as workers, in German economic life is now—or will shortly be 
—an established fact. What will then face them? 


FEEDING THE MOLOCH OF WAR 


The background of the situation, in which the Jews will play a 
relatively minor, but none the less significant and unusual, réle, is 
the general labour crisis which Nazi war-mongering has conjured up. 
Labour-power in present-day Germany is a valuable commodity, and 
its shortage inevitably results in a tendency for wages to rise. But the 
Nazis are clamping down heavily on any upward movement of wages 
by all possible means. First, there is the enactment of decrees forbid- 
ding emerprises to offer higher wages to workers engaged elsewhere. 
But this has not prevented employers from making the most tempting 
offers to skilled workers, as even a casual glance at the employment 
column of the VoELKISCHER BEOBACHTER reveals. The Ministry of 


Labour has now decreed that the dismissal of a worker, or his volun- 
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bour Germany 


tary departure to a new post, must be strictly subject to permission 
from the Labour Office. If, on the other hand, a man ts chosen for 
work of national importance, he must be given leave of absence. This 
method of tying workers to their jobs can only be described as labour 
serfdom. In addition, periods of apprenticeship are being reduced: 
skilled workers are being removed from jobs which can be done by 
unskilled or semi-skilled workers; and working hours have been 
extended from eight to ten per day (fourteen for skilled labour). 

The second, and more desperate, method of ensuring a cheap and 
ready supply of labour for “ national ” purposes is to tap all possible 
labour reserves, of which the dispossessed Jews form only a part. 
Female labour is being rapidly introduced—despite all the Nazis’ 
demagogic declarations that “ woman's place is in the home "—and 
by November of last year 6,600,000 women were employed, as against 
4.500,000 early in 1933. Married women are being engaged part time, 
and widows are threatened with loss of pension should they fail to 
respond to the Nazis’ call. All girls are now compelled to do one year’s 
“national service.” and German maids have been recalled from 
England and Holland. An order issued last week provides for the employ- 
ment of females of sixteen and over for labour on the railways. The 
NATIONAL-SOZIALISTISCHE KORRESPONDENZ actually reported that child- 
labour was on the increase. Shopkeepers, clerks, and small artisans are 
being transformed into manual workers, and many a man who exult- 
antly rubbed his hands at the downfall of a Jewish shopkeeper * rival ~ 
now finds himself a companion of the Jew in suffering. Simultaneously, 
Germans are being recalled from abroad and workers are being 
drafted from Italy, Poland, and from the Czech “ Protectorate.” 

But despite all these measures, the Nazis are estimated to be stil! 
1,000,000 workers short of their requirements for agriculture and 
industry, and so, apart from their employing of Jews, other means wi!! 
have to be found, such as a further increase of hours and extreme 
measures of rationalisation. At the same time, every effort will be 
made to strangle the inevitable movement towards higher wages. This 
is the gigantic task the Nazis have set themselves, staking the well- 
being of the nation on the card of military aggression. As the 
Economist declared recently: “Partly as a result of longer hours, 
partly owing to the employment of less efficient workers, the pro- 
ductivity of labour is falling sharply. . ... All the evidence suggests 
that every industrial, military, and technical reserve is being depleted 
for one gigantic effort. Germany's sticking power is being deliberately 
raised to a peak which could not be excelled, and could hardly be 
maintained in time of war itself.” 

What part, then, will the Jews now play in Nazi Germany's insane 
dance of death? The evidence seems to be that their labour will be 
used mainly for road building and agriculture, with a minority engaged 


in the factories. What is likely to be their position during the new 
phase? 


LAEOUR-GHETTOES IN THE FACTORIES 


According to Dr. Syrup’s declaration, the Jewish workers are to be 
isolated in the factories and elsewhere from their German fellow- 
workers. In short, the Nazis hope to establish “ labour-ghettoes ” in 
each particular enterprise. Do they, perhaps, fear that the Germans 
may display unaue sympathy for the Jewish labour gangs working 
among them? Two instances are already reported in which fraternisa- 
tion bewteen Germans and Jewish workers has leaked out. In the 
first, which took place last year, Jewish labourers, working with 
Germans on building work, were suddenly ordered out of the workers’ 
barracks and made to spend the nights in the open. The “Aryans,” 
deeply moved by this attack on their fellows, secretly permitted the 
Jews to return to the barracks after nightfall, despite the ban. Then 
again, early this year it was stated that Jewish workers already engaged 
in “Aryan” factories were being sympathetically approached by their 
German colleagues and given gifts of cigarettes. 

Common suffering is at last bringing the Germans to a real under- 
standing of the plight of the Jews, and it is this development which the 
Nazis wish to avoid. The Germans will increasingly realise that the 
Jews are being forced against their will to work at wages far lower than 
those paid to “ Aryans,” thus helping to frustrate any attempt on the 
part of non-Jewish workers to improve their conditions. In their own 
interests, they will be compelled to strive to give the Jews a better 
standard of living; and no amount of partitions in factories, or barbed 
wire fencing in the fields, or armed Nazi guards will be able to ward 
off the feelings of solidarity which the oppressed German will feel for 
the oppressed Jew working so near to him. 

The enslavement of the Jews, despite all Nazi barriers, will give a 
fresh impetus to the growing feeling of sympathy which, particularly 
after the November pogroms and the incorporation of non-Germans 
in the Reich, is rapidly returning to the German people, now that the 
spell of Nazi demagogy has become threadbare and that the Nazis’ 
militaristic aims are clear for all to see, This instinctive sympathy 
now receives the solid reinforcement of joint material interests, and

Albanian Jewry’s Turn 


NEW VICTIMS OF NAZI-FASCIST 
AGGRESSION 


The Jews of Albaniare only a tiny group, but their fate, as subjects 
of the Italian overlords, may well foreshadow that of other Balkan 
Jewries should the Fascists and Nazis continue their drive to the 
South-East. 

The first Jewish Community in Albania, centred in Valona, was 
officially recognised by the Government almost exactly two years 
ago. The Community then consisted of ten families. Altogether, 
at that time, there were thirty-five Jewish families in Albania. 

The Jews seem to have lived a tranquil existence, enjoying—with one 
short interlude—full equality of rights. When, in 1938. the Governor 
of Valona issued an order prohibiting Jews from closing their businesses 
on Saturday, the handful of local Jews protested, but were arrested 
and fined for disobedience. Finally, the Jews presented a petition 
to the Government, and King Zog instructed the Governor to permit 
the Jews to keep their businesses closed on Saturdays. 

In September, 1938, after Mussolini had introduced his racial laws 
in Italy, the Drita, of Tirana, described as a semi-official organ of 
the Government, bestowed praise on the new policy. With the Italians 
in full control, and the progressive elements in flight, the Jews of 
Albania now face the full onslaught of the Fascist racialists. And 
they have, as an example, the fate of the Falashas, or “ Black Jews,” of 
Abyssinia, whom the Fascists have degraded to the status of the lowest 
native race. 


FEARS OF YUGOSLAV JEW-LAW 


Agitation Among Germaa Minority 


Although reports of impending anti-Jewish legislation in Yugoslavia 
have been officially denied, the general political situation in the country 
is such that amy new international move is awaited with dread by 
the Jewish population. In the past few days, the feeling of alarm 
has been increased by the growing agitation among the German 
minority in Slovenia, the Yugoslav province adjoining Austria, and 
the Italian invasion of Albania. 

_ Three German pro-Nazi M.P.s are reported to have gone to Berlin 
iN response to an invitation from the German Nazi Party. 

.Dr. Isaac Alkalay, the Chief Rabbi, was recently received by M. 
Tsvetkovitch, the Prime Minister, and their discussion is reported to 
have been very cordial. 

A number of well-known Yugoslav university professors have pub- 
lished a strong denunciation of anti-Semitism and racial hatred in the 
current issue of the monthly MLADost (Youth). 


RUMANIAN JEWS PLEDGE LOYALTY 
Anti-Semites’ Changed Tone 


Faced with the grave international situation and the Nazi-Fascist 
menace to Rumanian integrity, the Rumanian Jewish Press has been 
publishing declarations stressing the loyalty of the Jews to the country, 
and their readiness to defend it in the event of war. 

_ The anti-Semitic UNiversut has published an article declaring that 
in the present critical times no distinction can be drawn between the 
various citizens of Rumania, all of whom have only one aim in view— 
the defence of the Fatherland. On the other hand, the CURENTAL 
continues its Jew-baiting campaign. The ROMANIA declares that all 
incitement against citizens of Rumania in respect of their creed or 
ethnic origin must cease. The NEAMUL ROMANESC, the organ of ex- 
Premier Jorga, says that citizens of the non-orthodox faith should not 
be persecuted in Rumania, either politically or economically. The 
Press generally emphasises that the antagonism among the Various 
citizens of Czecho-Slovakia led to its downfall, and that Rumania 
must avoid a like fate. 

The military censor sent a warning to the Cuzist PoRUNCA VREMII 
to cease publishing inflammatory articles against the Jews, as such a 
campaign is now contrary to the country’s interests. 

In connection with the mobilisation of certain classes of the reserve, 
even those Jews who have lost their Rumanian nationality in the recent 
citizenship revision have been called up for service. 

It is now declared, in an official statement issued by the Ministry of 
the Interior, that the results of the revision which were to have been 
published on March 31 will not be announced before May 1. From 
forty to fifty thousand appeals against the decision to deprive Jews of 
their citizenship have not yet been considered. 

It is believed that the results of the revision will be communicated 
to the Secretariat of the League of Nations, as well as to the British 
and French Embassies in Bucharest. 


GREECE REJECTS GOEBBELS PLAN 


THE TIMES reports that the object of Goebbels’s visit to Athens was 
to persuade the Greek Government to consent to a German plan for 


| building a canal to connect the rivers Danube, Morava, and Vardar. 


For this purpose the Germans, so it is declared, have formed a joint 


o stock company with capital of £25,000. The Greek Government has 


ee hitherto refused to consent to the plan, however, and recently prohibited

BULGARIAN JEWS ALARMED 
Government Promises Protection Against Agitators 


A delegation representing the Central Jewish Consistory has been 
received by General Nedeff, the Bulgarian Minister of the Interior, 
with whom they discussed the anti-Jewish agitation in the country. 
It is stated that the Jewish representatives were satisfied with the 
assurances given by the Minister about the immediate measures the 
Government intended to take to safeguard peace and order. 

The authorities took steps last week to prevent any untoward 
incidents during the Passover holidays. Professor Filov, the Minister 
of Education, has issued an order forbidding anti-Semitic incitement 
at schools and universities. 

Following the house arrest of their leader, Professor Kantardjiefi, the 
violently anti-Semitic “ Ratnitzi” (Fighters) organisation has been 
distributing a pamphlet throughout the country attacking the Govern- 
ment for “ favouring Jewry,” and accusing the Jews of “ dominating ” 
Bulgaria. The organisation has now been dissolved, the police 
authorities declaring that it was planning to overthrow the Government. 

Another Jew-baiting organisation, the Legionaries, has issued a leaflet 
attacking “ Jewish Communism.” 


CZECH “ ARYANISATION ” STAMPEDE 


Nazis in a Hurry 


The “Aryanisation ~ of Jewish businesses in Prague and the rest 
of. Bohemia and Moravia is proceeding at top speed. What it has 
taken Germany years and Austria months to carry out is being carried 
out in the “ Protectorate’ in a matter of weeks, as if the Nazis felt 
themselves hard pressed for time. 

The last Jews remaining on the staffs of Czech newspapers have 
been discharged, and lists of all doctors engaged in panel practice 
in Bohemia and Moravia are now being revised and judenrein lists 
issued. 

A new decree issued last week authorises the appointment of com- 
missioners for any industrial and commercial enterprises when such 4 
measure is “in the public interest.” The commissioners will have full 
control of the enterprises, but the owners will have to furnish all 
necessary capital and cover any deficits incurred. 

The Prague Press daily publishes long lists of “Aryanised ” firms. 
They include some of the largest industrial and chemical enterprises 
in the country, and the Jewish directors and executives dismissed 
include some of the most prominent industrialists in economic life. 
For example, all the Jewish directors of the iron cartel, Vereinigte 
Eisenwerke, have been dismissed, including the managing director, 
Dr. Erwin Hexter. The large Jewish department store Te-Ta, which 
has branches throughout former Czecho-Slovakia, has been completely 
“Aryanised.” 

The “ purge in the film industry has culminated in the dismissal 
of all Jews by the large Barandov film studio. A rigid film censor- 
ship has been introduced, and all foreign films in which Jewish actors 
take part have been prohibited. 

It is announced that the Union of Café and Restaurant Owners have 
been ordered to put up “ Jews not wanted ~ signs in all their establish- 
ments, and have been ordered to dismiss all their Jewish employees. 

The Economic Committee of the Czech National Union—the 
‘authoritarian party “—has been authorised by the Union to forma 
special Committee to deal with “Aryanisation.” 

The “ purge” is also being rushed through in Slovakia. According 
to Bratislava reports, a decree is in preparation making compulsory 
the display of distinctive signs by all Jewish enterprises. This practice 
is already being locally enforced in a number of Slovak towns. 

Another decree authorises the taking into “ protective arrest” of 
‘**enemies of the Slovak State’ and also persons who might prove an 
obstacle to the building up of the State. A concentration camp to 
house the victims of this decree is now being constructed, and the 
internees will be subject to forced labour. 


PRAGUE JEWS BREATHE AGAIN 
Passover Pogrom Fears | 


The conclusion of the Passover week-end was greeted by the Jews 
of Bohemia and Moravia with deep feelings of relief, for rumours 
had been current that the Nazis and Fascists were preparing themselves 
to imitate in Prague and the provincial towns the German pogroms 
of last November. From official quarters hints reached the Jews that 
it would be inadvisable for them to congregate in large numbers during 
the Passover week; and Jewish communal leaders therefore decided not 
to hold evening services in the Synagogues. Morning services were 
held in Prague only in the Maharal Synagogue. 

The aim of the Gestapo in organising pogroms is thought to have 
been to provide an excuse for the introduction of all Nazi anti-Jewish 
measures, including the Nuremberg laws. The Gestapo seems to have 
believed that the moment was opportune for its plans, as large numbers 
of troops were leaving Bohemia and Moravia for an unknown destina- 
tion, and were handing over control to the numerous S.A. formations 
brought from Germany. According to the Star, a plan was drawn 
up designed to give the impression of a spontaneous demonstration 
by the Czech people. On March 20, it adds, a number of selected 
men from Czech Fascist organisations and from the former Sudeten 
German Free Corps were sent to Vienna to be coached in the methods 
of Jew-baiting employed in Germany. On March 31, some of these 
men returned to Prague, and had been instructing their subordinates 
in their respective parts in the “spontaneous” demonstrations. It 
was anticipated that the German troops occupying Prague would 
receive orders not to intervene, and that the police would only interfere 
to save “Aryan” property. 

The revelation of the Gestapo plot is attributed to German officers, 
who viewed the preparations with disgust, and the arrival in Prague of 
the “ Protector” of the Czech provinces, Baron von Neurath, who is 
credited with hostility to the extremists, :

WARSAW BOYCOTT FIASCO 
Polish Workers Oppose Disruptors 


When anti-Semites attempted to distribute boycott leaflets in Warsaw 
last week, they were met, in the working-class districts, with open 
hostility, reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. The boycotters were 
more successful in the central districts. It was noteworthy that the 
leaflets themselves were of a milder tone than usual, and merely called 
upon the population to “ buy from Poles,” without inciting it not to 
buy from Jews. pee 

Obviously disturbed at the poor success of the anti-Semites of late, 
the Endek Warszawsk! DzieNnik Naropowy declares that the Jews 
should have no illusions as regards the decline of anti-Semitism tn 
Poland. “ The fact that the Poles remember the German danger does 
not mean that they have forgotten the Jewish danger,” the paper 
claims. 

It is reported that M. Witos, the peasant leader, who has now 
returned to Poland, was offered the Prime Ministership of Poland by 
the Nazis if he agreed to certain conditions, including the granting of 
special rights to the German minority and the introduction of laws 
against the Jews. M. Witos is said to have refused and to have 
disclosed the Nazis’ plans to the Polish Government 

In Western Poland, the behaviour of the Nazis is becoming more 
provocative every day. According to the News CHRonIcLE, German 
vouths now wear the brown uniform and Nazi emblems, and greet 
each other with the words “ Hail May.” The German radio station 
in Gleiwitz. close to the border, is broadcasting atrocity stories about 
the alleged ill-treatment of Germans. . 

The Polish Immigrants’ Association in Palestine, Olei Polonia, has 
sent a cable to Col. Beck expressing the readiness of Polish Jews for 
any sacrifices to defend the frontiers of Poland. 


EMIGRATION OF POLISH JEWS 
Britain ‘‘ Ready to Examine Proposals ”’ 


The Foreign Office last week issued the following statement: 

In the course of the recent conversations in London, M. Beck 
expressed the desire that any international effort for treatment of the 
Jewish problem should be extended to that of the Jews of Poland 
ind that Jewish emigrants from Poland should have their due share 
in any opportunities of settlement which may be found. M. Beck, 
at the same time, at the request of the Rumanian Government, drew 
attention to a similar problem existing in Rumania. M. Beck was 
assured that His Majesty's Government fully appreciated the difficulties 
io which he had referred. and would at any time be ready to examine 
with the Polish and Rumanian Governments proposals tor a solution 
of the particular problems arising in Poland and Rumania which are 
part of a larger problem. 

Our Warsaw Correspondent writes : 


Official circles in Warsaw express satisfaction at the outcome of 


C olonel Beck's London talks on the problem of Jewish emigration. Mr. 
(Chamberlain is said to have given the Polish Government pledges which 
will facilitate the immigration of Polish Jews into the British Colonies. 


The British Government ts also said to have promised to use its 
influence with the Dominion Governments, and particularly Australia, 


to bring about a wider opening of their doors to Polish Jewish 
immigrants. 

Colonel Beck raised the question of Palestine, so it is reporfed, but 
was not too emphatic on this point, being unwilling to press the British 
Government into making any promises so long as the attitude towards 
Palestine following the unsuccessful round-table conferences is not 
defined. Nevertheless, Colonel Beck is- stated to have made it clear 
that the Polish Government was most anxious that Palestine be kept 
open for Polish Jews, and that further restriction would have a bad 
effect on Poland’s emigration plans for Jews. 

1 understand that a mixed Polish-Jewish Commission is to be 
appointed to deal with the question of immigration facilities into the 
Dominions. The Commission would be, in the first place, composed 


of Polish and British diplomats, but experts would be added. Jews: 


may be invited to. participate in the discussions, which are to take 
place in London shortly. | 


A painful impression was caused in Warsaw by the talks of a 
Polish official reporter who went to London with Colonel Beck to 
broadcast reports about negotiations. Broadcasting to Poland one 
evening, he said that the unfriendly attitude towards Poland in Great 
Britain was due to the fact that Jews gave themselves out to be Poles. 
and hence brought a slur on Poland's name. This attack: on Polish 
Jews in England is regarded even by non-Jews as tactless: and it is 
difficult to see why Colonel Beck's visit should have been utilised 
for an attack on the Jews, 


“RACIAL THEORIES ARE FALSE 
AND DEBASING ” 


M. Herriot’s Forthright Stand 


The Nazi racial theories were denounced by M. Edouard Herriot, 
President of the French Chamber of Deputies and Mayor of Lyons, 
in the course of a recent speech in Lyons in connection with the 
celebration of the 150th anniversary of the French Revolution. 

The Jewish question, M. Herriot said, had been finally solved by the 
French Revolution, but the totalitarian States revived it. He described 
the position of the Jews in France before their emancipation and 
the different stages of the emancipation. “Let us remain faithful 
to our traditions,” he said. “Let us oppose to physical force, which 
has gained the upper hand in many eountries, our moral force, our 
idealism, love of liberty and humanity. The racial theories are false. 
They debase humanity and turn people into wild beasts. Do not 
Jet us permit these false doctrines, which poison the soul and enslave 
the spirit, to get a footing in our free country. Put above everything 
else the doctrine of liberty and humanity.” 


DANZIG’S -FUTURE 


British Government Reticent 


Nazi crowds last week stormed the building of the Polish Com- 
missioner-General and the offices of the Polish Telegraphic Agency in 
Danzig. Stones were thrown and windows smashed. The Polish 
Commissioner-General has protested to the Danzig Senate. 


In the British House of Commons on the previous day, Mr. G. 
Mander. Liberal Member for Wolverhampton, E., questioned the 
Prime Minister as to the present position at Danzig; and asked wha: 
reports had recently been sent to the League of Nations from the High 
Commissioner. 

Mr. Butler, the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, replied that, 
in view of the fact that the question of Danzig would no doubt come 
up in the course of the discussions with the Polish Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, who arrived in London that day, a statement at the momen: 
would be inappropriate. The Government had not so far received 
from the Secretary-General of the League any fresh report from the 
High Commissioner on the position in Danzig. 

Mr. Mander then asked whether it was not the case that no change 
could take place in the status of Danzig without the consent of the 
League of Nations. |

is clear.”

** JEW-FRIENDS ” IN ITALY 
Cardinal Condemns Blood Libel 


The General Secretary of the Fascist Party, Signor Starace, has 
issued a circular to all Fascist bodies criticising the action of some 
of them in retaining Jews as members on account of. their’ Party 
services. Retention of Jewish members is to be met with severe 
punishment. 

In Turin, a number of non-Jewish girls at a local school stopped 
wearing their Fascist uniforms as a protest against an order forbidding 
their Jewish girl friends to wear uniform. The authorities have now 
expelled thirteen of them from school, and have opened legal pro- 
ceedings against their parents for allowing the children to adopt such 
an “impudent” attitude towards the Fascist order. 

The Catholic University of Milan and many of the elementary 
schools run by the “Catholic Action” organisation have announced 
their readiness to admit Jewish students and pupils without any restric- 
tions. As a reprisal, the Fascist Party has excluded from its ranks 
many “Catholic Action members. 

In connection with the Passover holidays, the Milan anti-Semites 
distributed pamphlets urging the people to guard their children from 
the Jews, “ who use the blood of Christians in matzot.” The gener! 
public, however, paid little attention to the Jew-baiters, and Cardin.! 
Schuster, in a service in the Milan Cathedral Church. severely con- 
demned them as * importers from abroad of a mean and baseless libe!.”’ 

Generally, the anti-Jewish campaign shows considerable signs of 
abatement. Both at Fascist gatherings and in the Fascist Press litile 
attention has been paid lately to the Jews, and even the STUERMER-lik¢ 
QuADRIVIO, TEVERE, and Diresa DELLA RAzza have ceased their viole”! 
outbursts, although Mussolini's PopoLo p'ITALIA continues to accuse 
the Jews of Great Britain and France of anti-Italian incitement. 

Reports are current in Rome that Pope Pius XII intervened wii! 
Mussolini and Count Ciano against anti-Semitic Press agitation, 

No passports for emigration are to be granted to Italian Jews of military 
age or to those possessing qualities which may be valtiable to the Gover?- 
ment in the event of war, reports the Jewish Tele waphic Agency. Mean- 
while, the critical international situation may mean a further period of 
grace for the foreign Jews. It is believed that the question of expelling 


the foreign Jews will be shelved for the time being, the authorities being 
chiefly preoccupied with international matters.

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NAZI THREAT TO AMERICA 


From Canada to Patagonia 
MEXICO AND ARGENTINA TAKE ACTION 


- The American continent is at present reacting vigorously to persistent 
Nazi attempts at penetration. 

Anti-Nazi and anti-Fascist feeling is running particularly high in 
Mexico, and large crowds gathered in Mexico City last week to watch 
the burning of effigies of Hitler and Mussolini. Strong guards had 
to be placed round the German and Italian Legations. A number of 
Falangist leaders have been deported. 

In Argentina, Alfred Miiller, the leader of the Nazis, is to be tried 
on charges of attempts against the security of the State. He is 
accused, among other things, of having signed a report on plans for 
a German annexation of Patagonia, in the south. The region possesses 
oil wells and is of great strategic importance as it dominates the Straits 
of Magellan, the only route, except the Panama Canal, from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. The Germany Embassy in Buenos Aires has 
sent two notes to the Argentine Government protesting against the 
inquiries now being made, and insisting that the report on Patagonia 
is a forgery. But their protest is being ignored. The police in the 
cities of Rosario and Cordoba have been given warrants to carry out 
searches in Nazi centres. An alleged Nazi agent was arrested in Bahia 
Blanca when packing to go abroad, and documents in his possession 
were seized. 

500,000 workers are due to stop work for fourteen hours to-morrow 
in order to demonstrate their support of the Government's opposition 
to the infiltration of Nazi doctrines. 

in Canada, reports THe Times, there is growing anxiety over Nazi 
activity, and branches of the Canadian Legion are making representa- 
tions to Ottawa that the Government take steps to make all Nazis 
and Fascists register themselves. 

Speaking in Washington last week, Mr. Henry Stimson, former 
Secretary of State, said that Americans had only “ to read about some 
of the occurrences to the south of us to realise that even we are in the 
zone of the Axis Powers’ orbit.” 

Meanwhile, the Nazis are redoubling their efforts, using as their 
stalking-horse the fears of “ Yankee imperialism.” The latest arrival 
in South America is Duke Adolf Friedrich of Mecklenburg, ex- 
Governor of German Togoland, who is accompanied by a group of 
S.S. leaders and who 1s seeking to develop barter-trade with Germany, 


Closing the Panama Canal 


The NATIONALZEITUNG, of Essen, in a sensational article on “ Yankee 
imperialism,” refers to the Culebra Cut (the mountain bordering the 
Panama Canal), two bombs on which would, it says, render the whole 
Canal unusable in ten minutes. The Culebra Cut is, therefore, Yankee 
imperialism’s mast sensitive spot. The mountain is continually 
slipping, despite the gigantic concrete walls. Will the many guns in 
the Canal zone, it asks, be able to prevent an attack by an extra- 
American power on the slipping Culebra mountain? - 

It is asserted in the U.S.A. that the Nazis have founded a certain 


company in Colombia merely in order to bombard the Culebra Cut 
at a given moment. 


PROPAGANDA IN INDIA 
Goebbels’s ‘‘ Missionaries ” 


REYNOLDS News reports that Nazi penetration in India has been 
taken an important step further by a decision by Goebbels to send in 
“ missionaries “ specially selected for their knowledge of native culture 
and religion. Their task will be to visit the ruling princes of the 
Indian States and persuade them of Hitler’s admiration for their ancient 
order, and of their “Aryan origin.” 

Dr. Urchs, the head of the Nazi colony in Bombay, contributes an 
article on “ The cultural relations between Germany and India, and the 
role of Germans abroad ” in the 1938 Annual issued by the Federation 
of German Associations Abroad. In the course of his article, Dr. 
Urchs proposes that a society be founded for the purpose of main- 
taining social and cultural contacts between representatives of Germany 
and Indian circles. He admits that the relations between India and 
Germany are steadily growing weaker; that the stream of Indian 
students to Germany is receding; and that the newspapers and 


—— 
periodicals are more or less anti-German—in short, that the Germans 
are unpopular in India. It is for this reason that he suggests that the 
society be founded. 

It was stated in the Bengal Legislative Council recently that pro- 
Nazi propaganda was being carried on by members of the Calcutta 
German Club both within and outside the Club premises. People of 
other nationalities were invited to the Club to listen to Nazi doctrines.

BARCELONA SYNAGOGUE CLOSED 
A Breach of Franco’s Promise 
WHAT THE ‘** CAUDILLO” SAID IN 1937 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that the only Jewish 
Synagogue in Barcelona, in the Calle de Provenza, has been closed 
by the Franco authorities. 

Shortly after the outbreak of the Franco rising in 1936, reports 
began to arrive in Britain of persecutions of the Jews in Spanish 
Morocco, the only part of the country held by Franco containing a 
Jewish population. These anti-Semitic allegations were vigorously 
refuted by the Nationalist authorities, and in February, 1937, Sefior 
L. de Armas, Franco’s Press Secretary, wrote to THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE in the following terms: “I have been informed of the 
rumour which is being spread in England that the Spanish National 
movement has an anti-Jewish character. I have been authorised 
to state that this ts entirely untrue.” 

A few weeks later, however, there were fresh reports of persecu- 
tions in Morocco, and violently anti-Jewish broadcasts were given 
by the notorious “ radio-General ” de Llano from the Seville station. 

In April, 1937, Franco was quoted by the DatLy TELEGRAPH as 
having declared: “In the religious sphere, we stand for the great 
and comprehensive spirit that allowed, when the unity of our nation 
was being wrought, mosque and Synagogue to stand open in 
accordance with the spirit of a Christian State.” 

Nevertheless, de Llano’s wireless ravings continued; the Falangists 
were indulging in Jew-baiting propaganda of the STUERMER type: and 
Spanish translation of the “ Protocols of Zion” appeared during the 
summer of that year. 3 

But all this time,- the Republican Government was showing, in 
practice, the utmost toleration for the Jews, most of whom—some 


400 persons—were settled in Barcelona, with a handful in Madrid. : 


Immediately after the Franco rising, Jewish services in Barcelona were 
suspended, but they were permitted to resume shortly after. In 
October, 1937, the authorities officially reiterated their tolerant policy, 
as laid down in the Republican Constitution. In 1938, the Executive 
of the Barcelona Community decided to establish a Rabbinical Court, 
comprised of both Sefardim and Ashkenazim, and the Government 
gave its sanction. 

Of late the Franco radio stations have continued and intensified 
their anti-Jewish outbursts. It is to be hoped ‘that Jews who have 
remained in Barcelona, and who are to-day at the mercy of the 
Nationalist authorities, will be given the full benefit of the “ Caudillo's ” 
former pledges. 


AUSTRIA—It is reported by the BasLeER NACHRICHTEN that the French 


’ Consulate-General in Vienna no longer supplies entry visas to Jewish 


refugees; and we are informed that the passport office of the French Embassy 
in Vienna contains a notice declaring that it is useless for “ non-Aryans ” 
to apply for French visas, even for transit visas. “Aryans” who wish for 
visas must bring proofs of their descent. An inquiry at the French Embassy 
in Lohdon by THe JewtsH CHRONICLE evoked the reply, on the other hand, 
that the existence of such a ban was extremely unlikely, as no such 


instructions had been generally circulated to French diplomatic agencies:

ACHEI BRITH AND SHIELD OF ABRAHAM 
Presidential Address to Grand Lodge 


[From our Correspondent] 


The Grand Lodge of the Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham 
held its quarterly conference last weck at Absa House, Commercial 
Road, London, E. Delegates attended in large numbers, and there 
were several representatives from Birmingham Lodges. A vote of 
condolence was passed to the relatives of the late Dr. Moses Gaster. 

Bro. H. Hyams, Grand President, said that there had been a noticeable 
revival of interest in the installation meetings of lodges. Advantage had 
been taken of these occasions by members of the Executive Council to 
further efforts made on behalf of the funds for refugees. The Order's 
Convalescent Home in Sussex maintained its appeal to members, but con- 
siderable expenditure would have to be incurred for structural alterations 
and repairs. Reviewing membership changes during the past year, he 
announced that the best record was achieved by the Berner Old Boys’ 
Lodge, which would therefore retain the challenge banner. Among ladies’ 
lodges, first place had been gained by the Esther Geffen Lodge. An 
important amalgamation was being brought about between the Jacob Becker 
and Michael Henry Lodges, which would in future be known as the Jacob 
Bader Lodge. 

In connection with the Juniors’ Section. it was proposed to hold the 
annual sports meeting on Sunday, June I1, at the University of London 
Sports Ground at Motspur Park. The “Junior Lodge” had been a great 
success, 170 members having been enrolled. With the eagerness displayed 
by the leaders, there was no doubt that this new branch of Achei Brith 
activity would prove of the utmost value to the Order. In order to improve 
general membership, a proposal had been made to appoint a full-time 
canvassing Official, mainly in the interests of London lodges. He hoped 
in due course, said the Grand President, when the financial aspect of the 
scheme had been setiled, to present a scheme to the Grand Lodge. An 
investigation was being mace into the solvency of lodges and the need for 
strengthening the positior of the Order's funeral fund, and in both respects 


it was expected that the forthcoming quinquennial valuation would be a 
useful guide. 


Refugee Fund Position 


Valuable assistance, he said, had been rendered by the Edgware Lodge in 
obtaining a substantial sum for the anti-defamation campaign. This was 
the outcome of a meeting addressed by Bro. Frank Renton. Referring to 
the progress made in the interests of the Refugee Funds, he said the amount 
so far collected had been about £1,500, which showed that persistent and 
increased efforts would have to be made in order to complete the task which 
the Order had set itself, namely, to subscribe £10,000. He believed that it 
was within the Order's capacity to fulfil this task, which would nevertheless 
demand the closest co-operation on the part of all officers and members. 
Bro. Hyams concluded his address by expressing the hope that when the 
next Grand Lodge meeting was held the afflictions of their helpless 
coreligionists would have been arrested and that a greater measure. of 
freedom would be enjoyed by the Jewish people in all parts of the world. 


A Lodge at Stamford Hill 


Bros. S. Binderman. M. Bright, I. Bannet. L. Shine, M. W. Domb, A. 
Gabriel, H. Baum, and J. Besrodner took part in a debate on the Grand 
President's address. An assurance was given to Bro. |. Bannet (Edgware 
Lodge) that the position of Grand Lodge and lodge investments in con- 
sequence of the deterioration in world economic affairs would receive 
attention. Bro. M. W. Domb’s motion that the Executive Council be 
authorised to grant dispensation to establish a lodge at Stamford Hill was 
agreed to. The Grand Lodge, by a majority, agreed that the date of the 
next annual conference be altered to January 14, 1940.

ACHEI BRITH AND SHIELD OF ABRAHAM 
Presidential Address to Grand Lodge 


[From our Correspondent} 


The Grand Lodge of the Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham 
held its quarterly conference last weck at Absa House, Commercial 
Road, London, E. Delegates attended in large numbers, and there 
were several representatives from Birmingham Lodges. A vote of 
condolence was passed to the relatives of the late Dr. Moses Gaster. 

Bro. H. Hyams, Grand President, said that there had been a noticeable 
revival of interest in the installation meetings of lodges. Advantage had 
been taken of these occasions by members of the Executive Counci’ to 
further efforts made on behalf of the funds for refugees. The Order's 
Convalescent Home in Sussex maintained its appeal to members. but con- 
siderable expenditure would have to be incurred for structural alterations 
and repairs. Reviewing membership changes during the past year, he 
announced that the best record was achieved by the Berner Old Boys’ 
Lodge, which would therefore retain the challenge banner. Among ladies’ 
lodges, first place had been gained by the Esther Geffen Lodge. An 
important amalgamation was being brought about between the Jacob Becker 
and Michael Henry Lodges, which would in future be known as the Jacob 
Bader Lodge. 

In connection with the Juniors’ Section. it was proposed to hold the 
annual sports meeting on Sunday, June 11, at the University of London 
Sports Ground at Motspur Park. The “Junior Lodge” had been a great 
success, 170 members having been enrolled. With the eagerness displayed 
by the leaders, there was no doubt that this new branch of Achei Brith 
activity would prove of the utmost value to the Order. In order to improve 
general membership, a proposal had been made to appoint a full-time 
canvassing Official, mainly in the interests of London lodges. He hoped 
in due course, said the Grand President, when the financial aspect of the 
scheme had been settled, to present a scheme to the Grand Lodge. An 
investigation was being mace into the solvency of lodges and the need for 
strengthening the positior of the Order's funeral fund, and in both respects 


it was expected that the forthcoming quinquennial valuation would be a 
useful guide. 


Refugee Fund Position 


Valuable assistance, he said, had been rendered by the Edgware Lodge in 
obtaining a substantial sum for the anti-defamation campaign. This was 
the outcome of a meeting addressed by Bro.

A Lodge at Stamford Hill 


Bros. S. Binderman. M. Bright. I. Bannet, L. Shine. M. W. Domb, A. 
Gabriel, H. Baum, and J. Besrodner took part in a debate on the Grand 
President's address. An assurance was given to Bro. I. Bannet (Edgware 
Lodge) that the position of Grand Lodge and lodge investments in con- 
sequence of the deterioration in world economic affairs would receive 
attention. Bro. M. W. Domb’s motion that the Executive Council be 
authorised to grant dispensation to establish a lodge at Stamford Hill was 
agreed to. The Grand Lodge, by a majority, agreed that the date of the 
next annual conference be altered to January 14, 1940. 

In the unavoidable absence of Bro. M. Cash, Grand Treasurer, Bro. S. 
Heiser moved the adoption of the accounts for the quarter ending 
December 31, and, following a satisfactory auditors’ report, the accounts 
were approved, On behalf of the Executive Council, Bro. L. Courts 
(Grand Vice-President) moved an amendment to the scales of contributions 
and benefits in order to provide for the admission of women members 
between forty-one and forty-five years of age. The new scales, he said, 
were being introduced at the request of certain lodges, but would be optional 
for adoption by lodges. He furthermore urged that the advisability of a 
medical examination should be carefully considered in the event of a 
decision to introduce the scale. In the course of a discussion, several women 
delegates expressed opposition to the extension of the age limit, and it was 
eventually laid down that medical examination shall be a definite condition 
for the enrolment of such members. 


World Jewish Congress 


Bro. S. Binderman. for the Henry Bernstein Lodge, moved a resolution 
that the Order should become affiliated to the British Section of the World 
Jewish Congress. In support of the resolution, he urged that as the Congress 
had rendered valuable services such affiliation was of the utmost importance. 
It should be noted, he added, that the Congress had the support of many 
influential Communities. Several who took part in the discussion were of 
the opinion that affiliation was inadvisable on the ground that the Order was 
represented at the Board of Deputies.

: ACHEI BRITH AND SHIELD OF ABRAHAM 
’ Presidential Address to Grand Lodge 
4 [From our Correspondent} 


The Grand Lodge of the Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham 
held its quarterly conference last weck at Absa House, Commercial 
Road, London, E. Delegates attended in large numbers, and there 
were several representatives from Birmingham Lodges. A vote of 
condolence was passed to the relatives of the late Dr. Moses Gaster. 

Bro. H. Hyams, Grand President, said that there had been a noticeable 
revival of interest in the installation meetings of lodges. Advantage had 
been taken of these occasions by members of the Executive Council to 
further efforts made on behalf of the funds for refugees. The Order's 
Convalescent Home in Sussex maintained its appeal to members, but con- 
siderable expenditure would have to be incurred for structural alterations 
and repairs. Reviewing membership changes during the past year, he 
announced that the best record was achieved by the Berner Old Boys’ 
Lodge, which would therefore retain the challenge banner. Among ladies’ 
lodges, first place had been gained by the Esther Geffen Lodge. An 
important amalgamation was being brought about between the Jacob Becker 
and Michael Henry Lodges, which would in future be known as the Jacob 
Bader Lodge. 

In connection with the Juniors’ Section. it was proposed to hold the 
annual sports meeting on Sunday, June 11, at the University of London 
Sports Ground at Motspur Park. The “Junior Lodge” had been a great 
success, 170 members having been enrolled. With the eagerness displayed 
by the leaders, there was no doubt that this new branch of Achei Brith 
activity would prove of the utmost value to the Order. In order to improve 
general membership, a gage had been made to appoint a full-time 
canvassing Official, mainly in the interests of London lodges. He hoped 
in due course, said the Grand President, when the financial aspect of the 
scheme had been settled, to present a scheme to the Grand Lodge. An 
investigation was being made into the solvency of lodges and the need for 
strengthening the — of the Order's funeral fund, and in both respects 


it was expected that the forthcoming quinquennial valuation would be a 
useful guide. 


Refugee Fund Position 


Valuable assistance, he said, had been rendered by the Edgware Lodge in 
obtaining a substantial sum for the anti-defamation campaign. This was 
the outcome of a meeting addressed by Bro. Frank Renton. Referring to 
the progress made in the interests of the Refugee Funds, he said the amount 
so far collected had been about £1,500, which showed that persistent and 
increased efforts would have to be made in order to complete the task which 
the Order had set itself, namely, to subscribe £10,000. He believed that it 
was within the Order's capacity to fulfil this task, which would nevertheless 
demand the closest co-operation on the part of all officers and members. 
Bro. Hyams concluded his address by expressing the hope that when the 
next Grand Lodge meeting was held the afflictions of their helpless 
coreligionists would have been arrested and that a greater measure of 
freedom would be enjoyed by the Jewish people in all parts of the world. 


A Ledge at Stamford Hill 
Bros. S. Binderman. M. Bright, I. Bannet. L. Shine. M. W. Domb, A. 


President's address. Amn.assurance was given to Bro. I. Bannet (Edgware 
Lodge) that the position of Grand Lodge and lodge investments in con- 
sequence of the deterioration in world economic affairs would receive 
attention. Bro. M. W. Domb’s motion that the Executive Council be 
authorised to grant dispensation to establish a lodge at Stamford Hill was 
agreed to.

The new scales, he said, 
were being introduced at the request of certain lodges, but would be optional 
for adoption by lodges. He furthermore urged that the advisability of a 
medical examination should be carefully considered in the event of a 
decision to introduce the scale. In the course of a discussion, several women 
delegates expressed opposition to the extension of the age limit, and it was 
eventually laid down that medical examination shall be a definite condition 
for the enrolment of such members. 


World Jewish Congress 


Bro. S. Binderman. for the Henry Bernstein Lodge, moved a resolution 
that the Order should become affiliated to the British Section of the World 
Jewish Congress. In support of the resolution, he urged that as the Congress 
had rendered valuable services such affiliation was of the utmost importance. 
It should be noted, he added, that the Congress had the support of many 
influential Communities. Several who took part in the discussion were of 
the opinion that affiliation was inadvisable on the ground that the Order was 
represented at the Board of Deputies. In their view, it would hardly be 
correct to apply for affiliation to a body that had not been recognised by the 
representative body of Anglo-Jewry.

Then. are there any foreign exchange facilities? In the big express liners, 
there is a branch of the Midland Bank where letters of credit can he 
cashed. money exchanged, and general banking business transacted. Are 
there any special arrangements for diabetics, vegetarians, etc. Yes, the 
Cunard people print in every sailing list the following: | 

Passengers are invited to advise the restaurant manager or head waiter of 
their preference in the matter of dict and cooking and they can be assured of 
every attention to their wishes. Cooks of various nationalities are included in 
the kitchen personnel. It is suggested that passengers order their meals in 
advance. and the afore-mentioned officials will readily assist passengers in making 
their choice. 

Can I change my accommodation readily? If there is room, the purser 
will make changes in cabin accommodation, but, of course, the difference 
in the fare for superior facilities will have to be paid. Can I have my 
own deckchair and rug? Chairs, cushions, and rugs can be hired for a 
nominal fee. Each rug is thoroughly cleaned after each voyage, is issued 
to the passenger in a sealed container, and bears a serial number worked 
into the material for the purpose of immediate identification. — 

Can I take my dog with me? Yes, but you must hand him over to 
the ship's livestock attendant, for he will not be allowed to enter the 
public rooms or passenger decks. In the Queen Mary, deck space of 
over eighty feet in length is provided for exercise of dogs, and you may 
take your dog for a run round this space at stated periods. There is, of 
course. excellent kennel accommodation. The fare for the dog will be 
£8 return.

ART NOTES 


TWO CENTURIES OF JAPANESE 
WOODCUTS 


At the Arcade Gallery, 28, Old Bond Street, there is a very interesting 
collection of old Japanese prints. They comprise almost the complecic 
collection of an- Austrian refugee, Mr. H. Amon, and have twice 
been exhibited in the “Albertina” in Vienna, which contains one of 
the finest collections of drawings and prints in the world. 

The school of Japanese painters who also designed for woodcuts 
(the actual cutting was done by craftsmen) lasted for about 200 years; 
roughly from the middle of the seventeenth to the middle of the 
nineteenth century. | 

The collection contains a few prints by one of the more primitive 
artists, Maranabu, who merely cut the black outlines, leaving the 
rest of the picture to be hand-coloured. These are forceful, but 
lack the exquisite line of woodcuts by Utamaro or Hokusai. 

Utamaro (1754-1806) ts well represented by a number of remark- 
ably beautiful prints, a very unusual one being of a child sitting on 
its father’s shoulder and attempting to frighten its mother by gestures 
of the hands. Another lovely print is by Sharuku, who, it is known, 
only worked for one year. He was an actor in the aristocratic No 
Theatre, and did a series of amazing woodcuts of actors in the people's 
theatre called the Kabuki. These prints are very rare, indeed, and 
of the woodcut exhibited here only one other print is known to exist. 


JOHN NASH'S WATERCOLOURS 


An exhibition of John Nash watercolours is always a delightful 
experience. The present one at the Goupil Gallery is no exception 
to the rule. Mr. Nash, more than any other living English artist, 
understands the spirit of the English countryside, His lush parklands, 
his lovely snowscenes, his rolling sand-dunes are all equally well 
expressed with an economy and sureness of means that is a delight to 
the eye and a satisfaction to the spirit.

SOME ASPECTS OF ART 
Mr. Manson at the Anglo-Palestinian Club 


“ The man without feeling is just a brute: and now that a large part 
of Europe is under the cruel domination of such men it has become 
more important than ever to cultivate those things of the spirit—art, 
beauty, and truth—on which the soul of man is nourished.” 

The speaker was Mr. J. B. Manson, former Director of the Tate Gallery, 
and the occasion a lecture which he gave under the auspices of the Ben 
Uri Jewish Art Gallery at the Anglo-Palestinian Club recently. The title 


_was “Some Aspects of Art,” and the Chairman was Mr. Gilbert Solomon. 


“What is art?” said Mr. Manson, was a question which had occupied 
the minds of many philosophers and thinkers. He did not think that any 
satisfactory definition of art had been evolved. Perhaps such a definition 
was impossible. He was quite convinced, after much thought and experience, 
that the basis of all art was feeling. The definition of art as the harmonious, 
or rhythmic, expression of emotion might be useful. for it embodied two 
qualtities which were essential to art, namely, harmony and emotion. Art 
was not the complicated thing certain people would like to make it; it was 
essentially simple, and its very simplicity made it difficult to define. The 
source of art was in emotion, not in intellect. Keats was well aware of this: 

“ Away! Away! for I will fly to thee, 
Not charioted by Bacchus and his pards, 
But on the viewless wings of poesy, 
| Though the dull brain perplexes and retards.” 
The essential part was the last line. He did not know that he could prove 
the truth of it, but he could show them some pictures which illustrated it. 

The pretence, he said, of what was called the “ intelligentsia” that art 
was some esoteric activity which only the few could understand was non- 
sense, So was Oscar Wilde's doctrine that to be great was to be misunder- 
stood. Unless art could be understood, it had failed. There was no 


difficulty in understanding really great art, and in the end the good was 
inevitably separated from the bad,

The founder of the Soncino Press, London, Mr. J. Davidson, sailed 


for the United States on the Ile de France on Wednesday. He expects 
to be in America for about one month. 

The Soncino Press has the historic distinc- | 
tion of publishing the first complete and 
unabridged English translation of the 
Talmud, on which thirty translators (some 
of whom are American) have been engaged 
for eight years. It is to be complete in 
thirty-two volumes. Twenty-four volumes, 
comprising the Orders Nezikin, Nashim, 
and Mo’ed, have already been published, 


and it is hoped that the remaining volumes 
will be issued at the end of the year. An 
undertaking of this kind, as is quite 
obvious, has involved enormous expense 
and must of necessity be largely a labour 
of love. 

Mr. Davidson's Press has also published 
a complete translation of the Zohar and the Mr. J. Davipson 

first complete English translation of the 

Midrash Rabbah in ten volumes. Other notable productions are Dr. 
Herzog’s Main Institutions of Jewish Law and Dr. Parkes’s compre- 
hensive history of anti-Semitism. Both these works will be complete 
in five volumes. In a recent letter to Mr. Davidson, Chief Rabbi Dr. 
Isaac Herzog, of Palestine, wrote: 


* It was with very profound interest that I learnt of your intended visit to the 
United States of America. Your achievements have already surpassed by far 
all that has been hitherto accomplished in the field of Jewish publication by any 
publishing agency in the English-speaking world. One may say without fear 
of exaggeration that your work in the direction of laying bare Israel's literary 
treasures to non-Hebraisis has opened a new chapter in the history of Jewish 
literature in general and in the history of Anglo-Jewish literary effort in particular. 
| feel sure that American Jewry, so distinguished for philanthropy and love of 
learning, will give you every cncouragement ‘in your great undertaking.” 


The response in America to the work of the Soncino Press has been 
exceptionally gratifying. Mr. Davidson's present trip is designed to 
make new contacts and to render people still more enthusiastic about 
Jewish books. He will also be keeping a look-out for new manuscripts 
to publish and is hoping to find some worthy contributions to Jewish 
literature, 


In this month's Hippert JouRNAL the opening article, “ The Scientist 
and the Philosopher,” is by Viscount Samuel. Lord Samuel has been 
President of the British Institute of Philosophy since 1931, and is 
the author of some noiable philosophical works. Another of the 
April quarterlies, RELIGIONS, the journal of the Socicty for the Study 
of Religion, prints an address by its President, the Marquess of 
Zetland, Secretary of State for India. This was delivered at the house 
of Mrs. Arthur Sassoon, on the occasion of the distribution of medals 
io the successful essayists in the Society's competition on “ Religious 
Toleration.” 


Palestine forms the subject of a wide variety of recent publications. 
“ Palestine Policemen,” by Robert Courtney (Jenkins, 10s. 6d-.), 1s 
critical alike of Jews and Arabs. * Palestine: The Reality,” by J. M. N. 
Jeffries (Longmans, 25s.), makes no attempt at impartiality, being open 
pro-Arab and anti-Zionist propaganda. Jewish readers will be likely 
to give a cordial welcome to a forthcoming “ Penguin Special,” 
“ Palestine,” by Commander Fletcher. A novel, published this week, 
dealing with gun-running in Palestine and Transjordan, is entitled 
“Arms for the Love of Allah,” and is by Anthony Harding 
(Huichinson, 7s. 6d.). 


Two Jewish theologians, who represent very different schools of 
thought, have works in the Press. “Judaism,” by Rabbi Dr. Isidore 
Epstein (Epworth Press, “ Great Religions of the East” series, 2s. 6d.), 
is due this month; and for next month is announced “ What are the 
Jews?” by Rabbi Dr. I. Mattuck (Hodder and Stoughton, 45s.). The 
Rev. Michael Adler has in preparation a volume of essays, “ Jews 
of Medieval England and the History of the Domus Conversorum ” 
(Edward Goldston), as well as a jubilee history of the Hammersmith 
Synagogue. Messrs. Dent announce the immediate publication of a 
revised and enlarged edition of Paul Goodman's “ History of the 
Jews ” (5s.). 


_ The recent jubilee celebrations of the L.C.C. have occasioned the 
issue Of “ History of the London County Council,” by Sir Gwilym 
Gibbon and R. W. Bell (Macmillan, 21s.). It will be reviewed in 
the next Supplement by that veteran L.C.C. worker, Miss Nettie Adler. 
The same publishers announce for next month, “History of East 
London,” by Sir H. Llewellyn Smith. A novel, just published, with 
an East End setting is “ October Day,” by Frank Griffin (Secker and 
Warburg, 7s. 6d.). This gives an account of the events of October 4, 
1936, when the Fascists suffered a memorable rebuff in the London 
streets.

A CLUB AID SOCIETY 
Good Work Done for Stamford Hill 


[From our Correspondent] 


The Stamford Hill Jewish Bovs’ Club is, I believe, the only organisation 
of its kind to have an aid society of its own. There can, of course, be no 
doubt about the need for such an adjunct body, for the Community in 
general, whilst gallantly standing up to a general barrage of claims for 
charity. has done little towards helping that very important branch of 
our social service, the Jewish Boys’ Club movement. 

The Club movement has so far depended for help on a comparatively 
small number of public-spirited young men, and for the bulk of its finances 
on a number o ople whose names are continually cropping up in 
connection with this splendid work. It is, therefore, understandable that 
the Stamford Hill Club is highly appreciative of the fifty or so people 
who comprise this “ godparent™ body. If the many people whose young 
sons benefit from the Club took as much interest in it as the members 
of the Aid Society—the majority of them too young to have sons of 
their own attending the Club—then the centre's future would be assured. 

During a talk with Mr. M. Waley Cohen, who is Joint Treasurer with 
Mr. P. Messik of the Aid Society, he told me that in two years the 
Society has raised nearly £600, and the sum taised in the second year of 
the Society's life was double that of the first year’s proceeds. Since January, 
it has organised two successful functions, a party in a private house and 
a dance at John Barnes, and there will be another function in May. A dance 
will be held later at Caen Wood Towers, by kind permission of Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen. 

It will be seen, therefore. that it is possible for people who realise the 
importance of the Jewish Boys’ Club movement, but who have not the 
time to become club managers. to be of immense help. Mr. Waley Cohen 
gave very high praise to the work done by the Aid Society's Hon. Secretary, 
Miss P. Blaustein, of River House, 486. Seven Sisters Road, N.4, from 
whom all information can be obtained. All those interested will be welcome 
at any of the Society's fortnightly meetings.

Any hope of some revival of business in stock markets after the 
Easter holiday was completely destroyed by Italy's action in Albania 
over the week-end. Political tension is greater than ever, confidence 
has again been shaken, and developments in the diplomatic field are 
watched from day to day with anxiety and apprehension. In the 
circumstances, no fresh buying force could be expected in markets, and 
once again prices have been marked down and quotations widened 
against possible sellers. A further sharp decline in Wall Street markets 
has taken place.

Col. Sir- Thomas A. Polson, K.B.E., C.M.G. (the Chairman), in the course of 
his speech, said: Looking at the assets side of the balance-sheet, you will observe 
under the heading Development Account that we expended a sum of £2,273. 
This represents the cost of patents, trade marks, and development incidental! to the 
new Dry Shaver which we have recently placed on the market, after exhaustive 
research, and which, you will be glad to hear, has been very well received. The 
items plant and machinery and loose tools show an increase of £9,549, which is 
in part due to special purchases for the manufacture of the Dry Shaver. 

The profit and loss account reveals that our trading profit amounted to £59,707 
~—-a decrease of but £3,249, which, in view of the adverse conditions prevailing 
throughout the year, as well known to you as they are to me, can only be 
regarded as better than might have been expected. The decrease is entirely 
attributable to a falling off in our export trade, since our home trade, you will 
be glad to hear, has shown an increase during the year. 

We have not this year been fortunate enough to receive any item to corres- 
pond with the £5,215 profit on the sale of land and buildings which occurred 
last year, and as a result of this, plus the small decrease in our trading profit 
and an increased depreciation charge of approximately £800, the final balance 
carried to the balance-sheet shows a decrease of approximately £9,400, so -we 
are left with a net profit of £52,040, which, with the addition of the £4,198 brought 
forward from last year, gives us a total of £56,239. 


ALLOCATION OF PROFITS 


The disposition of this sum is set forth tin the Directors’ report. You will sce 
that £17,000 has been allocated to income tax and National Defence Contribution 
and £5,250 in respect of the payment of the interim dividend on the preferred 
ordinary shares on October 15 last. If you adopt our recommendation with 
regard to the remaining £33,989, we shall have left to carry forward to next year 
£3,977. 

With regard to the outlook, I repeat the view that I expressed at our last meeting 
as to the effect upon our future of the world-wide unrest; namely, that as we 
had so far succeeded in standing up to it, nothing short of a cataclysm was likely 
materially to interfere with our continued prosperity.. The fact that the popularity 
of the razor, our staple product, shows no signs of diminishing, is in itself 
most encouraging.

PREVENTING ROAD ACCIDENTS 
Increased Sales of Standard and Daimler 


The British Road Federation, in which there are sixty organisations, 
and of which Earl Howe is the Chairman, welcomes the report ty 
the Select Committee of the House of Lords on the Prevention of 
Road Accidents. The Committee in this report endorses the Federa- 
tion’s belief that road accidents are reduced by road improvements, 
and this belief has been substantiated in no uncertain manner. On 
the other hand, some of the recommendations of the report are certain 
to provoke argument. For instance, there is sure to be fierce opposi- 
tion to the proposal to control cyclists and pedestrians as motorists 
are already controlled. 

The report agrees with my frequent criticism that modern cars have 
dashboards too high and driving seats too low, which combine to 
rob the driver of the full vision that he should be given. Also, the 
Committee ask that the use of anti-dazzle equipment, now fitted 
compulsorily, should be made compulsory. 

The Standard Motor Co. have produced and sold over 30,000 cars 
during the seven months from September, 1938, to March 25, 1939, 
which is equal to the whole of last season's output. A considerable 
increase is also reported by the Standard people in the production 
of the highly-specialised Jaguar S.S. engines, gearboxes, and other 
units, deliveries being five times greater than the corresponding period 
last year. 

Daimlers are also selling well, and motorists should inspect the new 
touring car model with its launch-like open four-seater sports body 
of somewhat unorthodox design which was entered in the R.A.C. 
annual rally to Brighton. There are five Daimlers in that event from 
the new 2}-litre Ritz saloon to a “ straight eight” limousine equipped 
with every possible luaury, priced at about £2,000.

Farce About a Nudist Colony 


Mr. Gordon Sherry’s new play at the Richmond Theatre this week 
chooses as its principal funny idea the contrast between the unadorned 
frankness of nudists and the sumptuary stuffiness of local town

But this initial joke, while it is responsible for the situations, is supported 
by plenty of amusing lines.

THE VALUE OF CINEMAS IN WARTIME 
Why They Should Remain Open 
(By our Cinema Correspondent) 


When Mr. Mark Ostrer answered a shareholder at a recent meeting 
of the Provincial Cinematograph Theatres, Ltd., by saying: “If the 
Government give instructions that theatres must close (in wartime) we 
shall have to carry them out,” he was the first member of the industry to 
mention a very vital matter. 

To some, the cinema industry is a luxury trade of peace-time and one 
which could immediately be done away with in an emergency. The 
majority, however—and this would seemingly embrace the Govern- 
ment’s view—see a good deal more in the cinema than a means of 
idling away a few hours a week. In Spain and China, cinemas have 
continued to function through periods of emergency and bombardment. 
Experts have reported that the cinetna, which gave relief and relaxation 
to taut nerves, fear, and acute anxiety, played no small part in restoring 
the morale of the population. 

No one will argue that, from a technical standpoint, to have large 
numbers of people under one roof at a time of emergency is not asking 
for the most appalling loss of life if a bomb or shell of any size was to 
score a direct hit. Since most cinemas are solidly constructed of steel 
and concrete, however, one is tempied to express the view that two 
thousand people in a cinema have a better chance than the same 
number of people in a street of houses. During the last War, theatres 
were kept open and Londoners and members of the Forces home on 
leave packed them from wooden floor to plaster ceiling, and the 
Government nodded approvingly when they saw the lightening effect 
it was having on the public. | 

If any future war is to be over our own heads, we shall certainly 
have need of diversion from the arduous tasks that will confront 
us all. As a means of giving mass instruction on vital subjects, 
moreover, the cinema has the greatest power of all to attract the public. 
[hat is one thing the Government cannot overlook when they come to 
consider the place of the cinema in wartime. To have an average of 
eight thousand seats available in every key town and city in Great 
Britain, every day, offers an immense opportunity for the demonstrator, 


Se the instructor, those entrusted with recruiting and supplies and all the 


other State officials who hold considerable power in times of emergency. 

Ihe leaders of the cinema industry should, for once, join forces and 
State their case to the right Government quarters. The public will 
support them wholeheartedly in their efforts to keep cinemas open. 
Britain must have the cinema in wartime.

* Ballad of Heroes” at People’s Festival Concert 


The final concert of the Festival of Music for the People, held at the 
Queen’s Hall on Wednesday of last week, consisted of three modern 
English works, preceded by Beethoven's “Egmont” Overture. Ben- 
jamin Britten’s “ Ballad of Heroes,” given a first performance, was 
vital musical writing, all of a piece, though it was in three movements 
labelled respectively “ Funeral March,” “Scherzo (Dance of Death),” 
and “ Recitative and Choral.” Its mournful cadence had a fine nervous 
strength, suggestive of a spirit that triumphs over death, but the mono- 
tone chant was surely carried on too long. This work, I consider, 
was a success despite the words to which the music was set, for |! 
could not regard Randall Swingler’s hobbling platitudes or Auden’s 
hurrying eccentricities as noble expressions of the faith for which men 
of the International Brigade died in Spain. 

A similar difficulty might have arisen in attempting to judge Alan 
Bush’s “Lento and Finale” from his Concerto for Pianoforte and 
Orchestra with Baritone Solo and Male Voice Chorus if the muysic had 
itself been of any vital importance. But in this case Swingler’s dis- 
located prose was matched by the composer's eviscerated music, and 
the result was extreme boredom.

“ These things shall be for happier men when we are gone.” Perhaps 
that note pervaded too much the proceedings; certainly one member 
of the audience came away saddened and not at all uplifted or inspired. 


QUEEN MARY HEARS NEW METROPOLITAN 


Triumphant Visit to East End 


The visit of Her Majesty Queen Mary to the People’s Palace on 
Wednesday afternoon, to attend the special concert given by the New 
Metropolitan Symphony Orchestra, was made the occasion for a great 
display of patriotic feeling by East Enders. All the way from Aldgate 
to the ‘hall, groups of people—especially children—had gathered to see 
Her Majesty pass, tO wave streamers, and to cheer. At the hall, Her 
Majesty was received by the Mayor of Stepney and representatives 
of the People’s Palace and the Orchestra Committee, and was presented 
with a basket of flowers by two diminutive girls. Queen Mary’s entry 
into the Royal Box was the signal for an outburst of applause from 
the packed hall, which continued until the Orchestra, conducted by 
Serge Krish, struck up the opening bars of “ The King.” 
ts The programme was a popular one, opening with Glinka’s Overture, 

Russlan and Ludmilla.” The blind pianist, Thomas Marshall, played 
the solo part in Liszt's “ Hungarian Fantasy,” giving a very spirited, 
as well as poetic, performance. Jewish composers were worthily repre- 
sented by Landon Ronald's “Adonais,” which may be old-fashioned in 
its general style but has the great merit in these days of pessimism of 
being inspiring and exalting.

AN UNUSUAL BARTOK COMPOSITION 


The last Philharmonic Concert of the season presented the audience 
at the Queen's Hall with a decidedly mixed grill. Sir [Thomas 
Beecham began with an early Mozart symphony (the twenty-ninth) 
which was not very good Mozart. Then he switched over to a very 
modern composition by Bartok, “ Music for Strings, Piano, Celesta, 
and Percussion.” which exerted an extraordinary fascination on most 
of those listening, because of its consummate exploitation of this 
unusual combination of orchestral resources. The first movement, 
in particular, was weird in its wailing crescendos and decrescendos. 
but the whole work had a tautness and strength which compelled one 
to accept the extraordinary methods utilised. 

Then came the comparatively recently discovered Bizet Symphony, 
a work which contains some really good tunes, and one or two 
which are beautifully wrought. As a symphony, it is all made to 
pattern, and to me at least its strict conformity to type afforded a 
pleasant lesson in movement construction. Delmuss Appalachia 
justifies the theory that composers choose the worst tunes they can 
think of in order to demonstrate thet skill at the vanation form, 
but the insistent iteration of the theme in this work grows so boring 
and irritating that one has hardly patience enough to apprectate the 
hiner subtieties of the scoring. 


RARELY HEARD ‘CELLO SONATAS 


The recital given by William Pleeth and Margaret at. the 
Wigmore Hall on Wednesday was of the kind that every critic delights 
to encourage. for it showed commendable enterprise in its choice of 
works. One does not often have an opportuarty to hear cello sonatas 
by Mendelssohn, Tansman. Debussy. and Rachmaninoy. and to hear 
them aH on One evening was an unusual event. The Mendelssohn 
sonata op. 45 was hght. as are Mendelssohn sonatas generally. but tt 
has a charming Andante movement, and the whole work ts graceful 
and pleasant. Tansman’s sonata, given its first concert performance, had 
much to commend nt. though the composer is rather fond of successive 
repetitions. The last. “ Allegro Grazioso,” movement was the most 
enjovable of the three. with its extensive use of przzicato and commit- 
ment of the melody almost entirely to the piano. William Pleeth and 
Margaret Good make a good combination. though at times rather more 
strength in the violoncello would be of help to the back rows of the 
audience
